THE fame motives which induced the 
republication, in England, of *^ The 
Bloody Buoy/^ have led the f^me Editor U> 
promote the circulation of another produdion 
of the fame author^ To imprcfs the minda of 
his countrymen with a proper fenfe of the atro- 
cities which have refulced from the propagation 
of Revolutionary Principtes in France,' he con- 
ceived to be the belt hieana of averting the 
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( ii ) 
dangers to be apprehended from the induflrious 
difFufion of fimilar principles in England. 

The horrors contained in *^ The Bloody 
Buoy" are, indeed, of fo black a dye, as al- 
moft to jaftify the diftelief which has been ex- 
prefled by many, of the reality of their exift- 
cnce; but it is effential to the caufe of juflice 
and humanity, to recal to the minds of the 
public, that thefc dreadful recitals are not the 
cffufions of party-malice, are not the repre- 
fentations of the enemies of France, but Ab- 
solute Facts faithfully extraded from au- 
thentic DOCUMENTS, fuppHed by the Gallic 
Republicans themfclves, chiefly taken from the 
Formal Depofition«, delivered upon Oath, of 
eye-witnefies, or indiifecft accomplices, of the 
criminal deeds which they defcribe ; and the 
whole Democratic Junto of Advocates for the 
French in Great Britajin,— for fuch degenerate 
wretches, I am forry.to fay, exiftr— are hereby 
dared to impeach :their authe^ticjity. Xhefc 
fads are written in chara^ers appropriate to 
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( iii ) 
the Genius and Spirit of their legitimate pa«- 
rent, the Republic of France, the deformed 
oflFspring of Perjury, Plunder, and Affaffina- 
tion ; — they are written in charafters of Bhoot>i 
which can never be effaced I 

1 before had occaffon to obferve *, that the 
firft production of Peter Porcupine, entitled 
«* Obfervations on the Emfgrar ion of Dr. Joi 
feph Prieftley,*' had been reviewed, or to fpeafc 
more corredUy, reviled^ by fome of the Minor 
Critics in this country, who, in order to dif* 
eredit the work, made no fcruple to aflert, 
that it was written in England, and was, in 
fa6t, an impofition on the public. The author, 
however, has fince avowed the publication f, 
and has reprinted it with a fpirited introduc*

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tory Addrefs, and fomc important Additions, 
tending to demonftrate the truth of thofe hdsp 
which the Critics in queftion had the effrontery 
%o reprefem as undeferving of credit. 

If thefe men have any fenfe of decency, if 
they are impr^fTed with a proper idea of tlie' 
dyty which they ow^, in the firft^lace, to an 
honefl: man whom they h^rc paJuou^Utcdj imd« 
in the next^ to the Public oii ivhom %hpy have 
Vnpofed, they will hallen to retrad the ca^ 
lumny which they have advanced, and to atone 
for theii; Injuftice by an avowal of theii: Ign 
^praiKd. 

But I know them too well to expefit frooi 
them any line of conduQ: connecjled with Prin- 
ciples of Integrity ; I am no ftranger to the 
fi4>ercilious difdain with which they infolent- 
ly affed to treat all appeals to their Juftice* I 
am no ftranger to the inflated arrogance, the 
ridiculous Importance which they afTume^ 
when called upon to cprrcft their errors and 
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mifreprefentations. '< The Author is diflktis- 
** fied with our remarks, but we fee no reafon, 
** from any thing which he has urged in op- 
*• pofition to them, to alter ottr opinion of his 
^* work/' Such is the infulting cant, which 
they almoft invariably oppofe to a pofitlve can- 
vi£lion of Fallhood^ 

It IS no wonder that the firff produdion of 
fconeft Peter, which tended to expofe the grand 
leader of the Prelbyterian Clan to the fcorn 
and indignation of the honeil and upright part 
of mankind, (hould fubjecfl him to the fcurriw 
lous invedives of that party in England who 
have long been labouring in the fame vine. 
yard with the Emigrant Do6lor, and cbarita^ 
hly exertin^g their utmoft zeal to promote the 
futcefs of the fame ^^^i caufc. 

Accordingly, every fubfequent publication 

of Peter's has experienced the molt fenfelefi 

•and the moil indifcriminate abufe from the 

Reviewers, who have, out of their great kind- 
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( vi ) 
jiefs, taken upon themfelves the trouble of di- 
reeling the Literary and Political Taftc of the 
Good People of Great Britain. It favours 
fomewhat of cowardice, indeed, to attack an 
:Vnfortupate author, who, living on the other 
fide of thp AtU;>tic, is deprived of all oceans of 
defence ; at leaft, until the blow has had all the 
eiFe£t which the worthy Gentlemen who in- 
fii&e4 % intended it Qiould produce. But let 
khem not be top confident of impunify ; nor 
plac^ too gre^t ^ reliance on tbte M^fk wbicb 
they wear, nor on the 4iftance 4t whiich tbgir 
Adyerfary is placed. Np, it flhall never be 
(aids that the man who had dood forward, in a 
imnner Co highly honourable to himfelf, in d^r 
fcnjce of Religion, Morality, and Qood Orr 
der; who had fuccefsfully ftemmed the pol-r 
luted tide of Democracy, and upheld the 
Caufe of Britons, againft their falfe and 
Inveterate foes, wa$ left without ^ defender, in 
this cwntry which gftve him birth, to fcre^ri 
him from the (hafts of malice, and the dart/» 
of dfitra&iQn. The enemies /of P^er (hall find 
that he ha& friends en^u«d with fpirit and abi- 
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( vii ) 

Iky to vindicate his caufc, and to retort on his 
daflardly aflail^nts, the unmerited infult^ witb 
which they honour him. 

The managers of the " Critical Re- 
view,*' which might, with much greater proi- 
priety, be denominated " George R091N- 
soN*s Monthly Advertiser/' in their ac- 
count of Peter Porcupine's " Letter to the i»- 
famous Tom Paine*/' only quote the extra6ls it 
contains from their Favourite Author^ Thomas 
himfelf ; and then conclude with the following 
impartial remark. '* The reft is a tiflbe of 
" rant and fcurrilous abufe, which would 
*« difgrace any other man in the world, except 
•* Peter Porcupine, whofe works we have often 
** had occafion to notice as the loweft efiufiods 
** of party acrimony and malice/* 

Good Mr. Reviewer, if you did btxt pofleft 
a ///i&/-part (do not frown at the mention of

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tithe!) of Peter's honcfty, fpirit, induffry, and 
talent, you would be a better fubjeft, a better 
critic, and a better man, than I am warranted, 
from your fplenetic effafions, and falfe aflertU 
ons, to believe you. Simply tp retort the 
" party acrimony and malice" on ypurfelf. 
Would be treating you too gently ; you deferve 
a much feverer chaftifement* 

The kind of language which you hold might 
be very proper, if you did not affume the Cha- 
rafter of a Critic, but would content yourfelf 
with appearing what you really are, the Hireling 
oj a Jacobin. But did it never occur to you, 
that the mere ipfi dixit of an Anonymous Re- 
viewer is vox^ et prater ea nihil y that it is the 
duty of a Critic to analyfe the work which he 
attempts to review ; and to quote paflages 
in fupport of aay opinion which he may be 
pleafed to form of it, in order that the Puh.^ 
lie, who are finally to determine between 
him and the Author^ may be (gabled to decide* 
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vhether he has adled as an impanial judge^ or 
as a venal calumniator ? 

If, iijdeecJj the band of Critic3 were com«i 
pof^d of n^en, known and didiaguilhed fox: 
their learning, their abHitics, their integri- 
ty, and their principle^, the Public might 
be difpofed to abide by their decifion, with- 
out enquiring into the merits of the cafet 
but where they remain unknown, and there itf 
cvcry.reafon to believe that they can boaft of 
very few individuals of that defcription, how 
aL^ they have the prefumption to fuppofe that 
any kind of credit can be gpveii to their un« 
ilippoFted affertion f The fuppofition betrays 
a degire of arrogance that is intolerable s dis- 
plays a fliameful ignorance of the duty, the 
important duty of a Critic"^ ; and is a grofs 
infult on the Common Senfe of the Public. 

* The author of thofe fpirited produdiions the BaviAO 
and MiEYiADy to whole well-diredted exertions the nadoQ 
is fo much indebted for the fuppreffion of folly, and the ton* 
Jequm corrcfaion of Public Tafte, has, in a note to the laft 
of thefe poems, given a very fenfibl^ and a rery neceflary ad* 
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But all thcfe fcandalous inconfiftcncics, this 
flagrant contempt of decency and decorum 
will ceafe to create furprife when we confi- 
der WHO and what the generality of Critics 
are. They moftly confift of the worthy dit 
ciples of John Calvin ; a moody*, brooding, 
reftlefs fet of difappointed Prelby tcrians, inbe-

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riting all that malignant inveteracy of John 
Knox, which led to the fubverfion of the flate, 
and the murder of his lawful fovereign ; and 
difplaying the dark, gloomy Ipirit of the 
Roundheads of the laft century, with all their 
hypocrify, and more art than ever they poC 
fefled. 

Thefe men, enraged at the failure of their 
efforts to procure the repeal of that falutary 
law* which a(fls as a fafeguard both to our 
civil and religious eilablilhments, which are fo

undermine the fabric which they have vainly en- 
deavoured to take by ftorm. The writings of 
Price and Priestly, the grand Champions 
of their party, having been ably and fuccefsful- 
ly oppofed by fome diftinguilhed Members of 
the Eftablifhed Church, and in particular, by 
the learned Dodtor Horsley, who alike fig- 
nalized his zeal and his talents in defence of 
thofe dpdlrirtes and thofe principles which were 
the objedls of his Adverfaries attacks; for 
which conduft, he is at this moment honoured 
with the fixed hatred of the whole Sect; re- 
coutfe was had to more infidious manceuvres ; 
fco means tefs perceptible, but apparently more 
certain in their operations. 

The moft deep4aid» and, at the fame time^ 
die BMft daring fcheme> which the fpiirk I 
bave jdefcribed, perhaps^ tnt projeded, was 
now conceived. This was the publication of 
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a Didionary of the Englifli Language, on the 
grand fcale of the Italian Di<5lionary of the 
Academy Delia Crufca, in which all the 
words were to be illuftrated by quotations 
from authors who enforced the political and 
religious opinions of the Sect ; fo that, if this 
notable projedt had been carried into execu- 
tion, the Youths of Great Britain, while era- 
ployed in the Study of the Englilh Language^ 
would have imperceptibly, but infallibly, have 
imbibed the rankeft fpirit of Democracy and 
Prelbyterianifm. 

Fortunately for the nation, . the infidious de- 
fign was detefted by the aSive vigilance of a 
Society formed for the exprefs purpofe of pre- 
ferving the morals and the principles of the 
rifing generation from depravity and corrup- 
tion. In this cafe expofure was tantamount to 
defeat ; the fcheme was rendered abonive, and 
it became neceflary to change their battery^ 
and to cmproy lefs audacious, Ic6 dccifive 
riieans, 

b 
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But the vigilance of the Society to which I 
have adverted was not confined to the mere 
fruftration of the projeft which firfl: excited 
their attention. They Jknew the temper and 
.fpirit of the enemy which they had to en- 
counter; they knew that difappointment and 
defeat would only ftimulate them to additional 
efforts ; they knew their perfeverance to be 
equal to their malignity; they knew that 
though in their labours they refembied the 
Mole^ in their views they refembied the Eagle. 
In confequence of this knowledge the Society 
wifely refolvcd to fupply an Antidote for any 
poifon which they might deem it expedient to 
^minifter in future, and, therefore, encou- 
raged the eftablilhment of The British Cri- 
tic. 

If was high time, indeed, that fome ftep 
fliould be taken for checking the progrels of an 
evil which threatened our whole Syftem of 
Polity with deftrudion. Before this period 
the Sect had' acquired a vaft acceilion of 
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ftrength fix>m the events which had happened 
in France. In that devoted country, the pro- 
fcription of the Nobility and the Clergy, the 
fubverfion of the efiablifhed fyftem of Govern- 
ment, and the deftruQion of the eftablijbed 
Religion had afforded a glorious theme for 
exultation, and, what was deemed of much 
greater confequence, promifed to operate moft 
powerfully, as an example ^ on the minds of the 
people of this country. 

A regular communication had been opened 
betweeh the difaffeded of both nations, and 
Addref&i had been prefented by the Britifh 
PaiTtots^sA once calculated to enfure tb^ aflift- 
ance of the Gallic Rebels in any place which 
might be feleAed for hoifting the Revoluti- 
onary Standard in Great Britain, and to found 
the difpofitions of fuch part of their own 
Countrymen whofe fenliments on the fubjeft 
of Reform i or, in plain Englifb, Rebellion^ they 
had had no opponunity of afcenaining.

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With a view to fprward the general plan, 
an interchange of Emiflaries had taken place, 
and itinerant patriots of the refpeftive coun- 
tries fet out, the one, like zealous Miflion- 
aries, intent on the mighty bufinefs of Con* 
verfion ; the other, like pious pilgrims, to 
drink of the pure ftream of Democracy at the 
fountain-head. The depofition of a benevo- 
lent Monarch, and the confequent eftabliih- 
ment of a Republic, amidft a fcene of maffacre 
and carnage, fuch as no civilized country, 
Chriftian or Pagan, had ever before exhibited, 
were the alluring circumftances that called, in 
a more peculiar manner, for the hearty and 
hearUftlt congratulations of the Britifli Rounds 
heads to their worthy Brethren at Paris. Elate 
with the fuccefs of this glorious plan, they 
anticipated a fimilar feftival on their native 
foih They hoped to repeat, and with more 
fatal efFeft, the blow which their Emigrated 
Chief, Dr. Prieflley, acknowledged to have 
aimed at the Church of England ; they, rioted 
by anticipation, in the *' fall of that Hierar- 
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chy, equally the bane of Cbrijiianity and ra^ 
tional Liherty^^ which the Dodor had pre- 
di6led in his addrels to his pupils in the Nur- 
fery of Difaffedion at Hackney ; they enjoyed, 
with a favage fury peculiar to the Sect, the 
hoped-for repetition of that tragedy which 
was exhibited in France on the twenty firft 
of January, 1793; a memorable day, ftili 
celebrated, by legiflative authority, in the w- 
tuous Republic of France, and, from patriotic 
cnthufiafm, by the moderate Reformers of Eng* 
land. 

Their joy, however, had experienced a 
temporary interruption from the eft^Iifli* 
ment of the Loyal Aflbciaiions whofe vtgi- 
lance and adlivity were employed to expofe 
the views and to thwart the machiiiacioRs of 
•the Sect : and this wife meafure, together 
with the publication of the Pro{pe6tus for the 
British Critic, daggered them not a little, 
and foon after ftimulated them to the exer- 
tion of that wily prudence which they are 
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( xviii ) 

known to poffefs in fo eminent a degree, and 
to the adoption of a fyftem correfpondent 
therewith. The grand engine on which thejr 
placed the greateft reliance for enfuring fuc- 
cefs to their fchemes, was, as I have before 
obferved the Press ; the immenfe importance 
of which had been too fatally exemplified in 
their favourite land of anarchy, France ; 
where it had dellfoyed the Throne, the Altar, 
the Laws of the State, and the Morals of the 
People. Tp fay nothing of their Political 
Catechifms or Manuels of Rebellion, ihcy had, 
at this period, the abfolvite command of, at 
leaft, three-fourths'of^the periodical publica- 
tions, and of all the regular Reviews ; fo that 
their influence was truly formidable,, andj had 
their great Lexiccgrapbical Syft^m of De- 
mocracy appeared without detcdlion, it is not 
poflible to fay what eflfecfl that influence might 
have produced. 

Independently of the pofitive advantage 
wlich rcfulted to the caufe of Truth and 
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Virtue, from the publication of the Britifh 
Critic, another beniefit, merely temporary in- 
deed, was derived from its appearance, which 
had not been expedled ; for it occafioned an 
alteration in the language and fpirit of the 
moft diftinguifhed Advocate and Agent for 
the oppofite caufe, the Monthly Review^ that 
aftonifhed all who obferved it. The fadt is, 
that the chaftge was not imputable to any 
newly-acquired moderation in its Conduc- 
.tors; but folely proceeded from motives of 
worldly intereft. For the circulation of the 
Review was foon found to be materially af- 
feded by the competition it had to encoun- 
ter ; aa4 io was therefore deemed expedient 
to adopt a new tone^ or at leaft, fo far to 
moderate the old one, as to render it more 
conformable to what was now found to be tlie 
tafte and principles of no very inconfiderable 
part of their readers. But no fooner had the 
dimunition of the fale reached that point be- 
yond which experience fandioned the belief 
that it would not proceed, than the.Mafk, 
vhich, for the fliort time it had been worn. 
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fat extremely uneafy, was thrown afidc, and 
has never iince been aOumed. 

To trace the Sbct through all the (inuous 
paths^ through all the dark labyrinths of their 
gloomy policy, would require a much greater 
fpace than it is poflible to allot to the fubjeft 
in the narrow compafs of a Preface. Some 
future opportunity may, probably/ be afford- 
ed for difcufling it more at large ; but I muft 
now neceflarily confine myfelf to a few pro- 
minent features and general obfervations. 

The Sect, ever intent on the fame objeft, 
.ihink no means that can facilitate its attain- 
ment ought to be negle<fted : Hence, though 
generally profeffing fcntiments of piety ani 
lievotion bordering on enthufiafm, and aflum* 
ing an external appearance of humility and 
decorum*^ they have made no fcruple to a0b- 

Next flood bypocrify with holy leer, 
' Soft fmiling and demurely looking down. 

But hid the daggernndenieath the Gown* 

PaTMii. 
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ciate with a ftt of profligates, in principle and 
in conduft, who fcojff alike at reKgion and 
morality, and openly violate all laws human 
and divine. They have not unfrequently 
thruft forward thefe profligates to public view, 
in the hope that they would be confidered as 
Principals^ when, in faft, they were nothing 
more than puppets fccrctly fee in motion by 
the Sect. 

It will cafily be fuppofed that they cherifhed 
a mortal hatred — ^, fentiment, by the bye, the 
mod congenial to their bofoms^ and ever nou- 
rifhed there like the facred fire— againft the 
original founders of thofe Loyal Aflbciations 
which I have mentioned before as having con; 
tributed, for a while, to damp their fpirits, if 
not to flacken their zeal. Revenge, the legi- 
timate offspring of malignity and hatred^ was 
accordingly rcfolved on, biit in what manner, 
and on what individuals to inflid it, was a 
Queftion, the folution of which muft depend 
upon circumftances. 
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An event, however, foon occurred, which 
fixed their wavering minds, on this important 
point, and afforded thenn the means of gratifi- 
cation. A Pamphlet was ufliered to the world, 
under the title of *' Thoughts on the En- 
glish Government, addrejfed to the Quiet 
Good Sense of the People of England.'' The 
title itfelf fufficed to excite an immediate 
alarm in the minds of the Sect ; tliey had n4 
objedion to Thoughts on the Englijb Government 
a leur maniSre ; but the bare idea of calling 
into play the %/</ Good Senfe of the People, 
Was fo contrary to all their notions of appeals 
to the Nation, vas fo immediately deftrudlivt 
of ** the Holy Right of InfurreBiony' on the 
due cxercife of which all their hopes of fuc* 
ce& wereYounded, that the book inftantane* 
cufly became an objeft of their inveterate 
Tage> and determined hoftiIity« 

But how was that tage augmented, how 
was that hoftility increafed, when they heard 
it whifpered abroad that the Author of the 
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work was no other than Mn Reeves, the very 
founder of thfe Loyal Affociations ! Nor did 
the contents of the publication tend, in the 
ftnalleft degree, to footh their aniniofity^ or to 
appestfe their anger ; for, on turning over its 
pages, they difcovered a moft hideous portrait, 
depifted in all its native deformity— in fliort, 
they faw a ftriking likenefs of — tbemfehes — 
quafi in fpeculum ; — the whole genealogy 
drawn with a naaftcrly penciL 

This fight excited a mixed fenfation in their 
minds — compounded of Fury and Exultation ; 
— ^Fury, at the repeated attacks which they 
had received from the fame quarter, and Ex- 
ultation at the profpeQ: of revenge which the 
work in queftion afforded them. Their firft 
care was to analyze it, and, after a careful 
feparatian pf its parts, they flattered themfeives 
^aid they bsd found fome materials which 
vduhi tnS^tt th^ir purpofe. But it was im« 
^ffifcltt CO (Und forwavd, in ptvpriis perfanis, 
((h»itgtl ttiei» was fexnetfaing highly fiatterii^ 
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to them, in the idea of appearing as Puj^lic 
Actufers, ) for their cijefl would be manifeft 
to the whole world. They, therefore, wifely 
refolved to have recourfe to one of thofe 
characSlers with which, as I have already re- 
marked, they occafionally aflbciate, and. to 
render him the Puppet of the Day. Indeed it 
would have been too ridiculous and too dan- 
gerous, for them to have declared themfelvcs 
the Champions of the Conftitution in oppofi- 
tion to one, their hatred to whom had notori- 
oufly .originated in his defence of that very 
Conftitution againft their inceflant and def- 
perate attacks, both open and concealed. 

They difplayed, it muft be acknowledged, 
infinite fagacity in the choice of an inftrument. 
The man on whom they fixed their eyes 
could never be fufpefted of harbouring any 
defigHj good, bad, or indiflferent ; he was a 
kind of non-defcript, who, if he had not, by 
fome accident or other, been led to enlift 
himfelf as a private in the bands of Oppofi* 
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tion^ iiKQuld have remained without any fixed 
chzx^Acx, and probably have paffed through 
life— H&^rf te ^continued in Parliamenf'^untKf^ 
ticed and unknown. He never had exhibit- 
ed himfelf to public view but once, on the 
memorable night when Mr. IrelanJ^s Vorti- 
gcrn made its appearance on his Friend's the- 
atre, when he exhibited his fquallid figure to 
the Audience in a box below the Stage, and 
attravled their notice by endeavouring like 
«* a perturbed fpirit" to excite a tumult and 
confufion in the realms above.- 

The difcuflion which took place in the Houfe 
of Commons, in cbnfequence of the denuncia- 
tion of the obnoxious pamphlet by this illuJirU 
ous Senator, is too recent in the minds of the 
public to juftify any detail of it in this place ; 
yet the circumftances attending it were too 
extraordinary to be paffed wholly without 
notice. 
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I (hall not beftow a comment upon the 
abufe, the fcurrilous, the cowardly abufe, 
which, on this occafion, was laviflily beftow- 
ed by men, who had the honour to be repre- 
fentatives of the people of Great Britain ; — 
language, fcarcely exceeded in virulence and 
fcurriUty by the Critical Reviewers, and which 
might, without an hyperbole, be denominated 
Bil/ingfgate, was employed without a blufti, by 
different Members of the Houfe ; after the bu- 
finefs had been very aptly ufliered in by one 
of them, who had been jufl: defending Citizen 
Lee, a man who publickly preached Regicide 
and Rebellion^ and the whole correfponding 
crew, the reft of the pack followed. The 
fuppofed author was modeftly ftated by the 
jidonis of the party, a retailer of quirks, 
quibbles, and paltry jokes, as a hireling of Ad-- 
miniftration. — Mr. Fox condefcended to repeat 
the calumny, — the party buffoon joined in the 
cry, and very few of the miniftry fufFered the 
opportunity to pafs without beftowing fome 
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grofs inveftive equally difgraceful to thctn- 
felves and to the Houfc. 

But to quit a fubjeft fo difgufting, and re- 
turn to the fubftance of the cafe, I muft ob- 
ferve, that the charge preferred by the Houfe 
of Commons exhibited, in its very nature, a 
grofs violation of juftice. It was formed of 
detached parts of different fentences, which, 
feparated from the paffages which followed 
them, bore a different meaning from that 
which they evidently difplayed, when taken 
together. Thus, if we ftate that ** The king- 
*' ly Government may go on in all its func'- 
tions without Lords and Commons y '^ we ftate an ab- 
ftraA fadt ; but when we defcribe bow it may go 
on, we give a character to the faS, which ren- 
ders it either noxious or innoxious, as thus 
— *' // has heretofore done Jo fox, years together^ 
*' and in our times it does fo during every re^ 
" ^gA of Parliament.''

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. Ko man upon earth who reads thefe two 
parts of the fame fcntence together could pof- 
fibly defcry in them, if he had common fenfc 
and common honefty, any thing more than a 
ftatement of a plain fadl ; viz.— ihat the go- 
vernment would go on without the Lords or 
Commons, in the fame manner as it goes on 
during a recefs, or after a didblution, of par* 
liament. And yet this conftituted the fub- 
ftance of the charge preferred by the Houfe ; 
;or the paflage I have quoted is, in fad, an il- 
luftration of the famous metaphor of the3"r<?tf, 
which gave fuch njortal offence to many vir^ 
tuQus individuals. The fubjedl has fince been 
very amply and ably difcufled, and I believe 
few perfons would now be found to fupport the 
opinion advanced by the majority of that 
Houfe of Commons. At lead none have dared 
to take up the gauntlet and enter the field of 
controverfy. Men can and will /peak who 
cannot or will not writer " Words,** Dean 
Swift fays, ^' are but wind;'*— -but, Lit era 
Jcripta manet. 
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It appears to me, that the firft queftions 
which muft naturally have fuggefted themfelves 
to every man*s mind, on hearing the pamph<- 
let afcribed to Mr. Reeves, were thefe; 
Who and wHat is Mr. Reeves? Is he a 
perfon connefted with any of the Seditious 
Societies ? Has he been known to aflbciate 
with thofe who have carried ona traiterou^ 
correfpondence with the Jacobin- Clubs in 
France ? Has he ever attempted to encourage 
or exqulpate the foreign or domeftic Enemies 
of his Country ? Has he evet deploijed the 
fate of convifted felons ? Has his pen ever 
been employed in the fervice of Faiftion in at- 
tempts to overturn the eftabliftied Inftitutions 
of the Kingdom ? If it could be proved that 
he had been previoufly guilty of all, or any of 
thefe praftices, the prefumption would have 
been evidently againft him, and the members 
would have been juftified in fufpefting the 
purity of his intentions, and in giving the 
moft unfavourable con{lru(9:ion to every doubt- 
ful paflagc in his book. But when the re- 
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verfe of all this was notbrioufly the cafe ; \vheQ 
the fuppofed Author was known to be enthu- 
liaftically attached to the Conftitution of the. 
Country ; and to have (ludied her laws with 
fuch peculiar attention and fuccefs as to have 
compofed a complete Hiftory of them, " a 
work,** to ufe the words of a Noble Earl, 
** wbicb evinced the powers of his mind, and was 
" highly fpokm of and efteemed by every Lawyer 
^\ both on the Bench and at the Bar ;— ^when he 
was known to have flood forward, at the moft 
criticaT period which this Country had wit- 
neffed for a century, as a Volunteer in her fer- 
vice ; to have Affbciated in her defence all the 
honcft and upright part of the Community ; 
to have raifed the Shield of the Z-^w againft 
the Aflaults of her numerous and defperate 
foes ; to have become the Champion of her 
religious and political Syftem, aflailed as it 
was, on all fides, by Republicans and Level- 
lers, by Traitors and Infidels; when all this, 
I fay, was notorious, it becomes impofliblc 
to reconcile the Proceedings of the House 
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to any known principles of human adiont to' 
any acknowledged rules of human condu(%« 

In the courfe of the Debate on this fub« 
jeft, a Ihamcful contempt of Truth and De- 
cency was exhibited by difl^rent individu^ 
als; attempts were aicribed to the Author^ 
as foreign from bis mind, as were all princi* 
pies of moral redlitude, all Sentiments of virtuct 
all feelings of honour, from the minds of feme 
who preferred the falfe, the bafe, the injurious 
imputation : The very book itfdf which lay 
upon the table, belied the aflePtions that were 
made refpefting its contents — But I will quit 
the difgufting fubjedl i dark, dark Ingrati^ 
tude is a vice abhorrent to my foul, and 
whether difplayed by an Individual or a Na- 
tion it {hall ever incur my moft decided exe- 
cration. A travft publiihed by a Clergyman 
of the name of Brand, who feems to be a 
Ihrewd, fenfible man, though his ftyle is harfli, 
unpolifhed and uncouth, contains a full proof 
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of all that I have advanced, on '^ The Quiet 
Good Senfe of the:,People.' ' 

I have faid> that it is impoflible to reconcile ) 
the conduft of the House, on. this occafion, to 
any known principles of human a<5bion; but it 
mull be obfervcd, that I here fpeak of the 
Houfc in the aggregate i I dq not apply the 
remark to a/l the Individuals of which it was 
compofed. Becaufe nothing could be more 
obvious than the motives- which influenced aU 
thofe members who adted in conjundtion with 
the Sect. The Chairman of the Loyal Affo^ 
ciations had long been a marked man with 
them- and fo that they could injure him in 
the public mind, no, matter by what means,* 
their gratification would be complete; befides. 
if they could fucceed in depriving him of the 
public confidence, the Spirit of Loyalty, they 
conceived, might be damped in the Country^ 
and people' be deterred from affociating in 
future to repel any attacks which they might 
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deem it expedient to make upon the Con* 
ilitution. 

But the Conduft of the Minister cannot 
be referred to any fuch motives. In whatever 
point of view it is confidered, it mufl: appear 
almoft inexplicable : Nor can the utmoft in- 
genuity defcry more than one fource whence 
it could originate. It is poffible that he might 
confider the denunciation of the Pamphlet as a 
manoeuvre on the part of his adverfaries, cal- 
culated to lead him to fancflion principles^ 
which* by the aid of their fophiftry, might be 
reprefented as incompatible with his general 
profeflionsj and repugnant to that love for the 
Conftitution which he had ever proclaimed ; 
and that, therefore, he rather chofe to adopt a 
line of conduft which his judgment difa vow- 
ed, than to afford his enemies a pretext for 
depriving him of any portion of the popularity 
which he enjoyed. But this was a mean un- 
worthy motive, dilgraceful to that comprehen- 
five and energetic mind whichj occafionally. 
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fhines forth in all its native fplendor, rifing 
above the limited conceptions of inferior fouls> 
and dilplaying a fund of intuitive wifdom, 
that feems exprefsly calculated for direfting 
the Councils of a mighty Empire, He fhould 
have difdained to have recourfc to Artifice, 
where he might have nobly conquered by 
Reafon. To facrifice a Friend in order to 
difappoint-an Enemy, is the lowed refource of 
a common mind* Mr. Pitt muft have felt the 
weaknefs of his own arguments and have fe- 
cretly blufhed at the triumph which he had 
openly obtained. When oppofed to the able^ 
and decifive reafoning of Mr. Windham, 
how wealc, how inefficient did thofe Argu- 
ments appear. But thus it is, and thus it ever 
will be, when be (loops to crawly who has the 
ability io/oar. The very Members of Oppo- 
jfition who commended his Speech in the 
Houfe, afterwards reviled him for his mean- 
nefs in forfaking a man who had every claim 
to his proteftion. The Faft does them no 
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honour, but it aptly charafterizcs the fpirit of 
the tranfadtion. 

That neither party was aftuated by that zeal 
for the Conftitution which both of them fo ve- 
hemently proclaimed, will appear evident 
from one Angular circumftancc. The very 
ground which the Minifter took in the debate ; 
the very bafis of the cenfure which he cafl: on 
the publication was its tendency to give an 
undue preponderance to one Branch of the 
Legiflature over the other two. He exprefsly 
faid that '« each of the three Branches which 
" conftituted the mixed monarchy of this 
** country was equally eflential," and that, 
*^ to point out one branch of the Conjituiion as 
** LESS iMPORTAN^r than the others was without 
'^ all doubt criminal'* In this'principle the Houfe 
acquiefced, and fufFered it to influence their 
decifion. — In order to put their fincerity to 
the tefl-, an extrad was taken from the work 
of a contemporary writer, in which it was di- 
redly dated, that the Houfe of Commons was 
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the mfi important branch of the ConftitutiOn ; 
confequently the three branches could not be 
equally ejfential^ the other two muft be lefs m- 
fortant. Ic was impoifible to adduce a cafe 
more direftly in pointy and yet, though this 
was urged, I believe, perfonally to every 
Member, on both fiiles of the Houfe, who 
had taken a part in the Debate on the Pamph- 
let, not one of them had the decency to no- 
tice it The Oppofition had no wilh to perfe- 
cute a man who was not a member of any 
Loyal Aflbciation ; and the Minifter did not 
chufe to punifh an Individual, who, for his 
fervices in the Jacobin Clubs at Bruxelles and 
Paris had been rewarded with a — ^Pcnfion ! ! ! 

It was curious to obferve the conduftof the 
Critics on this occafion; though on all the 
grand Queftions which had been decided in 
Parliament on the fubjcft of the War, they 
commented with the utmoft freedom when- 
ever they appeared before them in the form 
of a Pamphlet or a Volume, and almofl. in- 
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rariably reverfcd the fentcix:e pisoiioanoed by. 
the Legiflature; yet wb^ they came to re* 
view *' The Quiet Good Senfcof the People,** 
they fuddenly difplayed the moft fervile obfc«* 
quioufnefs to the Houfe of CoQimons, and had 
the effrontery to declare, that their decifioa 
on the work fuperfcded the neccljity of Cri- 
ticifm. 

All the Public Prints were equally abjc3; 
not one of them had the courage to do corru. 
mon jufticc to a man, whofe public fervices^ 
many of them, but a few months before, had 
teen careful to proclaim to the world. But 
chat man neither wanted the Critical aid of 
the one nor the barren commendations of thft 
other. He had the mns €9nfiia n^i^ and the 
vrarm though filent approbation of the vie* 
tnous part of fociety, to bear him up 9gainft 
the malignant mveftives, th€ cowardly 9im 
tacksj and the ftupid animadverfions of which 
he was the objeA m the Houfe ; and the firan* 
datow negleft^ the ungenerous abandonment^ 
d 
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which he experienced out of the Houfe. He 
had a fource of confolajion within himfelf of 
which thofe who dbufed him were deftitute ; 
for unlefs the voice of friendfliipbe deceitful 
as that of the Syren, and men, whpfe veracity 
on all other topics isunqueftionable, Ihould, 
on this fubjeS alone, be guilty of the grofleft 
violation of truth, he poflefles a mind ,richly 
ftored with claffical and ufeful knowledge, and 
poflefled of thofe moral and focial qualities 
which dignify human nature, and endear man 
to man, 

A fatirical Bard has not fcrupled to fay^ 
that the fate of Mr. Reeves will deter others 
from Tolunteer Effufions. in the ftrvice of Govern- 
ment ; ,but the fatirift is niiftaken, and his re- 
mark betrays an ignorance of the human 
mind ; for thofe who Hand" forward as Volutin 
uni in a Caufe which they know to be jufl^ 
are the vtx'j men who will, treat with con- 
tempt fuch :Coriduft.as Mr. Reeves has ex^ 
pcrienced;: fince^ ading ijpon principle^, and 
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hiving for their objeft, not the fcrvice of 
Government, but the Good of the Country,^ 
they will not fuflfer their exertions to be relaxr 
ed, either by the fneers of the Weak, or the 
feoffs df the Wicked ; by the defertion of 
Friendsj or the aflaults of Enemies. — r-So 
much for Mn Reeves :-^— let his adverfaries, 
if they dare, revive the contcft; iheyihall be

Parents ethnot^ be too^eai^fUl^in/iAvvftigaCp 
wg the principlesf <^ il man wbdm they, truft 
with the impoftani' cbarge of forming the 
mindf of tfiefr ehildlPeil ; a« negle^of tkiar ell 
fential duty may tend more to' encourage ifae 
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growth of Democracy, ' and all its accurfed 
concomitants, than even the -wfitipgff of the 
DifefFecSed; for thefe lafty being public, are 
open to expofure; whereas the evil refulting 
from the former, being flow, and almoll im-* 
perceptible in its operations, is peculiarly caU 
€ulated to efcapc detedion, at leaft until it be 
too. late for the application of the remedy.— 
It is a melancholy truth that even the minds 
of fome members of the Eftablifhed, Church 
who prefide over Public Schools, are infecfled 
with thefe mifchievous Principles ; the Head 
Mafter of one of the firft feminarics in the 
kingdom is, unhappily,, included in this de-^ 
fcriptiori. So dangerous an ^miliary ftiQuld be 
carefully guarded againft* . 

Another Hot- bed of Difloyalty is to be 
found in our Inns of Court; — It forms a part: 
of the grand plaii to brifig up the youths* who* 
have imbibed the firifc rudiments of Democracy, 
at the Seminaries above noticed, to the Bar^^ 
where it is fuppofed— a fuppofition evidently 
- d3 
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feunded on the example of France— *»th at tbcf 
' will have a better opportunity for diflcroinar- 
ing therr Principles^ than in any other Profef- 
fion. And fuch is the fcandalous negled of 
th€ Benchers., whofe Duty it is to exclude all 
iitipiroper Candidates from their Society, that 
AO difficulty in obtaining adtmfiion is expe- 
rienced. Nay, to fuch an alarming height is. 
this criiTHBal itiattention carried, that no long* 
€T ago^ than laft year, a perfon was adoiiued 
to the BiaP, who had been examiiyed before the 
l^rivyCountil ott a Charge of HighTrcafon. 
The Barrifterfe on the Circuit vciy prDperly 
ftarted objedions^ to their new conrtrade^ and 
it WW for fi^me Hmt ai qoeftionv with tbent, 
whether or not they ftould receive him. into 
their company ; but this difficulty was, at 
Icfiglh, removed, by the inferniation'Coftvey^d

Some have advanced with more caution and 
circumfpedion'than others^ but they have all 
Jotoked forwai-d to the fame end. Their ma- 
nagersi either Jgnorant or forgetful of the duty 
of Critics,' have not hefitated ito appear as 
Parties in the Field of Controverfy;' and, in- 
ftead of detefting the~ Errors, or difclofing* 
the Beauties of the diflerent.produftions fub- 
mitted to their judgment, have, with aftohifli- 
ing eflFrohtery, obtruded. /A«r 0wn opinions 'en 
the Public, and cenfured or approved, with- 
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out difcriminatioif or proof, juft as the conl 
terK« of the work have been r^jnignaftt or con* 
fotiaat to thofe opimops. In the Revfcw of 
MifceUajncous Produdlions much a^^liiy and 
impartiality wifl occafional}^ be £>und; but 
when R^ligkHi or Poluies. form tht fubjeft of 
ihtir Cricicifm, the- cloven-foor of Prefbyte- 
mnifm and Democracy invariably appears^*

•f the work in queftion* . '^ ' ! 

I cannot give crccjit to the report i^hich has 
been lately circiitated reQjciaing this' writer. 
He paid a vifit to Mr. Bitrke but a fhort 
time before the death of that Gentleman,. who 
jreceived him with thai gepfcrous. warmth 
of foul which :he is known to have difplayed 
to all who had any^ the imalleft; claims^ pa hi&- 
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ffiendfhip. On his return, however, from the 
hofpitable man(ion at Beaconsfiekl, the Britiih 
Tufculum, Mr. Mackintofti is reported to 
bave made the reception he experienced, a 
fubjedl for ridicule. Such condudl is fo mon- 
flrous as to excite the indignation of every 
feeling bofom >— :o return feoffs for liberality, 
gibes for refped ! — It cannot be ; Mr. Mack-^ 
i^TosH has been calumniated ; — the man 
whofe enthufiaftic nature could lead him, 
when warmed with the generous juice of the 
vine — and, in vim Veritas — to offer adoration, 
on his knees,: at the flirine of Genius, and 
?ven to make . the very ftones in the ftreet 
witnefs the ardour of his zeal, could never 
treat with contempt the Enthufiafm difplayed 
by the objeft of his admiration, nor difplay ' 
Infult, where Honour called for Gratitude !— 
It. is a libel on Human Nature. 

But to return from this digreffion ; the Po- 
litical Department of the Monthly Review

Thung Many not deftitute of abilities, ami, at 
prcfent, temperate in his principles, nioderatc 
in his l.iDgu3ge, and unaflTuming in his man* 
ners'. Butli^is utmoft rcfolution will bfe nccef- 
fary to prefcrve liim, in his new fituation, 
from being rnfe^ed by the contagion that 
furrounds him. The qualities I have de- 
fcribeci however, as being poffeffed by Mr^ 
Workman, are by no means fi>fficicnt to 
qualify a man for the important Office of a 
Critic ; Judgment, Learning, and General 
Information, with various other correfponding 
qualifications, to an extent which no Totatg 
Man can be fuppofcd or expeOed to poftefs, 
are indifpenfiWy requifite for the due perform- 
ance of the ferious Duties attached to fuch ait 
Office. But, tmhappily for the rifing Gene- 
ration, this is the age for prematiare wifdom

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The ANAi\^TiCAi> Review difplays lefs 
afeility than the Monthly ufed to display, bat 
gpffate^ Candour ; for while it makes no effort 
to conceal its principles^ it takes fome trouble 
to defend them ; and theabufe which it lavifll- 
ei-on it« political adverfaries is moftly endea- 
voured to be fupported by fomething like 
proof. Its tenets are profeffedly thofe of the 
Pri^iiiian^ School. Dr. Pri BSTLEY himfclf is 
fafpefted of having had a principal (hare in 
promoting its eftablifhment. Mrs. Wool- 
i^TOWEeRoFT and the Philofopher Godwin 
have contributed to its fuppoft ; and, lince its 
CWfWwwith'the Englijh Review,, it has receiv- 
ed'the additional aid of a Dr. Thompson, who 
wi>it€»^what beis pleafed to call " J Retrifpe£f 
of'ih& AcTTVB Warld," probably bccaufe it is' 
cvtd^fchriy compofed for the purpofe of pre*- 
paring the minds of A^ivt Citizens for Jifivi 
Bxtrti$ns\ 

Tfeie* choice prodfuftion ifliies from the fame 
immacidatePipefs'4hat ufiicred to the World, 
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Paine's ** Rights of Man^** and whence have il^ 
fued ^1 the rank Prejbyterian produftions which, 
for Tome years, have difFufed their poifon over 
the Kingdom, It would have been a very 
eafy thing for the Government^ if they had 
exerted that vigilance which, on fuch an occa« 
lion, it is their indifpenfible duty to exert, to 
havft brought the Charge of Printing and pub- 
lifhing Paine's infamous libel home to this 
Quarter, where it was of the utmofl confe* 
quence to fix it. But His Majefty*s Attorney 
General, though a very worthy man, and a 
very good Lawyer, is unfit for the itation 
which he occupies. 1 will not, indeed, admit 
the fuppofition that his intimacy with Mr. 
Grey, and fome other leaders of the Oppo- 
fiuon, can have the fmallefl effid on his pub. 
lie condud^ or in inducing him to depart from 
that xigid line of ftrift juftice, in refpedt of 
feditious libels, which before he obtained his 
prefent fituation, ^he frequently boafted that he 
would, in the event of obtaining it, invariably 
purfuci but there is certainly^ fomething re« 
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ptdienfible in fuch intimacies at fuch timesr, 
as the prefenr ; though if a man's feelings do 
not convince him that it is fo, all the argu-* 
ments in the world would be thrown away on 
him.. 

The principles by which the Condudors of 
the Analytical Review are aduatcd, and 
the end which they labour to promote, will 
appear evident to any one^ who will take the 
trouble to fcrutinize any three numbers of the 
worky taken indifcriminately> from the period 
of its firft appearance to the prefent moment. 
The number for the month of May laft now 
lies before me, and exhibits a fufficient body 
of evidence for my purpofe. 

In reviewing a number of inharmonious 
lines, which the Author has been pleafed to 
denominate a Poem, and lo entitle the ** CaftU 
•f OlmutZy* thefe benevolent Critics take ah op- 
portunity to panegyrize the *' amiable La 
Fayette I and to vent their fpleen againft all 
c 2 
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Crowned Heads, i^y abufing the Emperort lof 
Germany and Ruffia^ and by reprefeniing 
Juftice aad Coajpaffion as unr§yal feelings." 

It would indeed be the height of ingraticudc 
in men who are *^ labouring in the fame vo- 
cation," not to cfpoufe the Caufe of the Author 
of ** The holy Right of InfarreAion/' the 
firft Goaler^ in modern times at leaft^ of t 
lawful and virtuous King and Queen i a man 
who had tht, patriotic bdintfs to inlult his Sdve^ 
xeign in the hour of diftrefs, and who jpoifeflM 
fo much of the milk of human* kindneft, ^ 
much •' unroyal feeling*' .as courceoufly to 
imile upon the very affafiins \tfbOiexip(ibitbd:to 
his view the ft ill palpitating heart erf" ftfee inui»- 
dered De Launay^ which they had juft torn 
from his mangled bofom. Yes, this "ami- 
able Charader," this proud objeft of Prrfby- 
terian pan^yric, viewed this revolutionary 
cxhibitiDn with the iame glow of vir^^ut fatis- 
jaftion which fuffufed Jiis countenance, when 
enjoying the execution of a brave Britilh OfK- 
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cer, which, but for his interpofition, would 
probably have never taken place. Perpetual 
Imprifonment would form but a very inade- 
quate puniftiment for the bafenefs of which 
this pitiful madman has been guilty, and for 
the evils which he has contributed to inflidl 
uponthe people of Europe. 

Thofe Members of Oppofition who chari- 
tably endeavoured to promote the releafe of 
this worthy French patriot^ while they bellowed 
not a thought on the gallant Englifh Officers 
eonfined in the prifons of France, are alfo 
commended by the Critic ; and cenainly with 
propriety, for he was aware that it was the 
intention of thofe Members to fend their He- 
ro to America, in the hope that his prefence 
in that country might tend to ftrengthen the 
imereft of France, antJ to facilitate the pro* 
grefs of Revolutionary Principles. But it is 
to be hoped, that (hould La Fayette, or his 
brethren, the Lameths, the D*Aiguillons, and 
others of the fame damp, who talk of repair* 
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ing to America, ever realize their projed of 
vifiting that hofpitable fliore, the efForcs of 
p£TER Porcupine will be exerted to paii>t 
them in their true colours, to the Inhabitant's 
of the United States, and by that means to 
prevent them from contaminating the minds 
of his adopted Countrymen. 

In their review of another publication, thefe 
honeft gentlemen very kindly commu^iicated 
to the Public their plan of " enlightening the 
human mind/' as tl^y call it. It is fimply 
this y * * Give the common piopk Uifure to think ^ by 
•' meliorating their condition ; afford them eafy accejs 
** to the means of information j and remove all re* 
** Jirainti upcm the freedom of the Prefs and the Pul- 
** pit^ and perhaps th£ yjholt bufmefs will he accom^ 
'* plijhed.'' Here is a curious compeadium 
of Jacobin Reform ; multum in parvo ! — The 
meaning is literally this ; — '* Encourage idle- 
•^ nefs among the poor ; becaufe idlenefs be- 
*^ gets di(hbnefty,"and rogues, experto crede 
'' Roberto, make the belt Patriots i teach ih* 
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*' people to read, and allow cjiem to freqiieat 
«' our Conventicles ; then fuffer us to print 
** what we pleafe, and our Minifters to 
" preach what theydvufe, and the bufineis is 
*' done ! ! !" — ^^Never was a naore jiift con- 
clufion draw^. 

In a third Cricique, in the fame number, 
the objeft of which is the prodii6Han of a 
Frfttch Citizen, who undertakes to vindicate tlic 
ch^rader of La Fayette, and th« enormities of 
th^ Frenc4^ Revolution, w|iieh he, not uraptly, 
couples together,, the Critics exprtfs their rea- 
dinefs *' to ad«m th-^ plea urged by our An- 
** thor, in exteimatioa ef the tuoiult*, iffpini?>' 
«^ and violence of the French, in the new 
«' ciicumftwices in which th^y were placed 
" between, thf overthrow of .Tyraniiy" (jthe 
Prefbyterian term for Monarchy) " to which 
«* they ftill looked back with a degree of ter- 
*^ ror mingled with rage^ ftnd the New Order ' 
« to be Introduced by Precdom,^ (The Pref- 
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byterian term fdr Rcbellionj Anarchy, and 
Murder.) 

The laft choice morfel in this admirable 
colledion which I Ihall notice exhibits a proof 
of Critical Liberality, or rather of Prelbyte- 
rian Fellow-feeling ; — It is the review of one 
of the notorious harangues of Citizin John 
Gale Jones, in which they introduce an Eu- 
logium on another CUizat, that convided 
felon, Joseph Gerald/ with whom a certain 
Theatrical Senator ufed to correfpond while 
the Citizen was in Newgate, and in whole 
ehalf he interpofed with a Member of Ad* 
miniftration, feeking to procure his pardon hy 
means of a fcandalous fallhood, in reprefent* 
ing him as a Foot when he knew him to be a 
man of Talents* Citizen Jones'f Oration^, it

Docs ihe iihraXty of the Attokke^ Gbhehal «Bteiid im* 
puotty to fuch language as this i 
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The Critical Review has already been 
defcribed as George Robinson's Monthly 
Apvertisbr ; that is^ as a Publication con- 
tinued almoft folely for the purpofe of ad- 
'vertifing and praifing fuch works as he^ the 
faid Giorgi Rabinfrn, prints and publifhes. 
And. this is an object of greater importance 
than the generality of people may be led to 
Aippofe s far this . L^al Subjia poblifiies 
more works and kecjis more journeymen 
writers in pay* thin any other Bookieller in 
Europe. 

< The Review itfelf is a motley performance^ 
reduced^ by the Public opinion^ to its proper 
extent of circulation. By whom h is managed 
it is difficult to fay^ though, from the groffnefe 
and ignorance difplayed in fome of the Arti. 
cles^ one might be led to fuppofe that it was 
edited by the Proprietor himfelf. Its Spirit 
and Principles are too notorious to need elucU 
dation. Were any required, the following 
brief extradls, taken from the firft number at 
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hand^ would fuffice. They arc to be found in 
the Critic's comments on the Excurfion of l 
Wiitlhirc Clothier to North America, 

** There is no reader who would not wifli 
for a frequent recurrence of Remarks diltinguifh- 
ed by fuch good fenfe and originality as the 
following.*'— 

•* This Government (of America) is raifing 
itfelf on a new Syflem — without Kings — without 
hi obles— without a Hierarchy.

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To the fame contaminated fource, whence 
fprings the Review on which I lafl: animad* 
verted, the Public are' indebted for an infinite 
variety of publications, of the fame ftamp and 
tendency, which are induftriouffy circulated, 
by a multiplicity of channels, not only'in En- 
gland, but in the Britifh Pofleflions in the 
Eaft and Weft Indies, as well as on the Con- 
tinent of America. Thefe works appear in 
every pofTible form and (hape; as Travels, 
Hlftories, Journals, Letters, Efl^ys^, Novels, 
Song-books, Magazines, Regifters, Cyclopoe- 
dias, Spiritual Refleftions, Political Difqui* 
fitions, and Mctaphifical Enquiries. It would 
' be eafy to produce examples, from . each de- 
fcripiion ; but the difcuflion would be much 
too long for this place. 

The chief of thefe produdlions is The New 
Annual Register, which, from fome un- 

Critics, without a fingle exception, the other Reviewers, re- 
gardlefs of their duty to the Public, will not take the leaft no- 
tice of his cafe. 
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ftrftunate ciFCUttvftance t[hat has retarded the 
publicatian of the Original Annual Regifter, 
a work of fterling merir, has unfortunately- 
procured an extenfive. circulation. The con- 
dvkB. and dire^ion of this work are faid ro he 
eqtrufted to a Digmtary of the Ejiablijbed Church 
who, to borrow a phrafe from a neighbouring 
country, that appears particularly applicable 
to the cafe^ a furpris la religion of the BifllOp 
of London. • The art which is exerted for the 
pUjpofe of acquiriiig the good opinion of dif- 
tinguifticd charaders, may .by manyi perhaps, 
be deemed laudable ; but when the opinion yi 
acquired is rendered an inftrument of decep- 
tion, and a cover for the difFufion of principles 
which the perfons who beftow it muft devote 
to execration, there are none, it is conceived, 
who will juftify the proceeding. 

That the work in queftion is a vehicle of 
democracy, propagating fentiments hoftile to 
all the eftabliflied. infticutions of this country, 
no man who reads it can doubt ; what opinion. 
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then, muft we form of a clergyman, who, 
being a dt/iingutjhed preacher at one of our Pub* 
lie Charities, and, moreover, enjoying an ele- 
vated ftation in the Church of England, can 
' undertake the management of fuch a produc- 
tion ? Cenfure can only be averted by the 
operation of pity, and his Principles juftificd 
at the expence of his Undcrllanding, 

• The Reverend Doctor to whonl* I allude is 
endued with no fmall portibn of that fpecies 
of worldly wifdom, which confifts in being, in 
appearance ^ at lea ft, ** all things unto all men.** 
Thus the ^concealment of his real principles 
is a tafk very eafy of accomplifliment ; and he 
has more than once palled himfelf ofFas a man 
of loyal and found principles. But the boldeft 
attempt of this kind which he ever pradlifed, 
was on the Editor of a Review, conduced on 
true Conftitutional Principles, to whom, after 
infidioufly expreffing his approbation of the un- 
dertaking, he proffered his fervices, and vtry 
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generfiujiy propofed to review— Ti&tf New An- 
nml Regifier, that is, to give a Charader to 
his own Child. As the Do<5lor had profeffwd 
the utmoft. purity of fentiment to the Editor^ 
who knew nothing of his Lit.rary Purfuits, 
. the offer was accepted, and the promifed cri- 
tique produced in due time. The perufal of 
thiis Chef d'Ocuvre of the Critical Art, faC 
ficed, however, to difplaythe Dodlor in his 
genuine coloursj his labours were according- 
ly committed to the flames, and the work 
configned to a more faithful Critic. — This 
fcandalous attempt to contaminate a relpec- 
table publication by rendering it the vehi- 
cle of Democratic principles defcr.ved a much 
fevercr chaftifemcnt than the pen can in- 
flift. If the Doftor or any of his Critical 
Affociates (hcTuld dare to cali in queflion ,ihe 
truth of this Anecdote, his name, which far 
different niotives than refped for him^ urge 
me at pre/ent to conceal, fliall certainly be pub* 
Uihcd to the World. 
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The Phikfofher Godwin was onc6 appKed 
to by the Pioprictor* of the work in queftion, 
to compofe fome part of- it for him ; but, 
in order, I fuppofe; to exemplify his own prin- 
ciples of Political Juftice> th^ Philofopher re- 
ceived a certain fum on account, and left Etis 
Employer to find fome other fcribe. For this, 
and for another Philofophical peccadUlo, ih 
publifliing an ofta'to abridgment of a quarto 

• The Philanthropy of this man extAids to the whole race 
of Patriots ; and if any of the Se^ are To un£brtai\ate as to be- 
come the Vlaims of Power^ in other words, to be fent to 
Newgate for feditious praiftices, his compaflion towards them 
knows no bounds. When the Patriotic Dr. Hodfon was to 
be difcharged from that receptatle for A^we Clti%ens^ the 
time of his iraprifonment being expired, it became neceffary to 
pay a fum of money, (I forget to what amount'^ which is liot 
fo eafy a thing as to harangue a Mob in the Fields, or to talk

with them. It is ctirious enough to obfcrve

to know thofe comforts And advantages which 
are invariably due to the virtuous application 
of foUd tafents.' 

One word more by way of exhortation, and I 
have done. . It is ufual, when a fhip is fuppofed 
to be in danger from the threatening afpe^t of 
the horizon, to fummon every man to his 
poft; where he is not fufFered to remain ih 
inadlivity, coolly contemplating the approaching 
ftorm, and deferring the meftns that are necef- 
lary to refift its fury, until it ftiall be ready to 
burft over his head ; on the contrary, every pre- 
caution which prudence can fuggeft or experience

devife is adopted without delay ; the Pilot nevei^ 
for a moment, quits his ftatioD, or relaxes his 
vigilance ; order and unanimity pervade e very- 
quarter ; and all is buftle, aSivicy^ and vigour. 
Thus Jhould it h$ with thi great VessJEL OF THX 
SxATt, whenever it is affailed by infidious 
Traitors at -home, or furious Enemies abroad. 
Let then^ at this important period — more imm 
fort ant far than it may appear to the unjleady eyt 
bf/Hperficial okfervatien-^tvcty Individual con- 
neded wijh the Government of the country, 
or the Adminiftration of its laws, exert the ut^^ 
moft vigilance and energy in the difcharg€ of 
his duty* In ev^ry Department of the State, 
let Prudence and Economy be carefully obi- 
ferved, and Meannefs and Parfimony as fedu- 
loufly avoided; the hand of the Statefman 
will eafily trace the lifie of feparatioi), and his 
inind wiU ireadity acknowledge that the former 
tends to prefervation, while the latter* facili* 
tates def^ruiStiocii 

Let the pdlitical principles of all CandidatQ^ 
for place or power be fcrupuloufly inveftigat- 
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td : In times like tbefe fuch precautions are ef- 
fential ; it is not different (hades of opinion, if 
I may fo fay, on particular qucftions, that cart 
now create divifions among Public Men ; the 
difference is radical, its objeft is not embcl- 
liftiment but fubftance, not the fuperftru^ure 
but the bafis. It is as prepofterotts to fee feme 
men holding offices in the State who are no* 
torioufly difaffefted to the Government, as 
tp hear others, who are indebted for the very 
bread which they eat to the" bounty - or pro- 
tection of their Sovereign, loading that So- ^ 
vereign with infuk, and aiming a blow at his 
Political Exiftence. — Inftances of this kind, 
alas ! are but too frequent. 

Let thofe who are entrufted with the Police 
of the Kingdom in general, and of the Me- 
tropolis in particular, be careful to enforce a 
ftridl obfervance of the Laws. Abufes of the 
mod fcandaious nature are fuff^ed to exift 
with impunity. If the Public Prints may be 
credited, though the faft, I confefs, is fo atro- 
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cious aa fcarcely to juftify belief, the very 
wretches who are confiaed, for treafonable and 
feditioas prai^lkes in the, Goal of NojugaU^ are 
caabled.to live a& much a( their ,eaie,^(and 
many of them more la) as when, they vyere ^ 
tlieirown boufes: Theyai^ allowed n^t onlj 
to compofe fedttiou^ parnphletffy but to per«* 
form every part of the buiioefa that is nec^f* 
iaj;yi ( with the ilt^g^e excejpiioa of pip'mting^ 
previous to puhlicatioi): ;i aad> Ui^hjaid^ th^t 
one of the apartnaents is «v£i]: painted with tho 
Natioml Colours ofFttmce^ and a French bw 
fcripdon on the door, QiofW'^'^BalaU 4*Ega^ 
lifij^^^li this be tune,, and the fad is eafilj ve^ 
rified^ whav bkme muft attach^ not only on t^e 
Keeper of the PcifiHiy but on the SberiSs o£ 
London!-^ 

, * The pcfcr fai wliich X road *tliU Anecdote was th* 
True Briton ; How far it may be relied on, I have not the 
meaAs of afcertaining.- I do not place much reliancei in 
general, upon Newfpaper Intellfgencei but> I thiok^ no^ 
Editor of a paper would have the effrontery to write fuch 
a fa6l as this, ifit were not well authenticated. 
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^Sihating^ Societies^ of which the vigilance of the 
Magiftracy produced a temporary fufpenfion, 
are again cftaWi&ed to corrupt the minds 61 
the lower orders of the People.

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THOUGH the good people of America 
cannot for their 4ives comprehend the 
views, from \frhich they have been favoured 
with a publication of ne PoUfical Pragrefs iff 
Britain^ wc may fi:^>pofej that the fondnefs of 
the Author led him to fee a poffibility of its 
l>eing read ; and^ as it is in the nature of read- 
ing, to give rife to obfervations^ he wiU not 
be furprifed, that feme of rfiofe, arifing from 
<ht reading of his patriotic labours^ have, by 
a very ordinary procefs, found their way into 
print. It is thus that books, more grateful 
than the children of men, never fail to yield 
aflillance to tbofe that have given them birth. 
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Whenever negleft lays its icy hand on an uh- 
fortunaie produdtion,' another flies to its aid ; 
and, though it cannot cancel the irrevocable 
doom, it faves it for a moment at leaj}:, from 
the jaws of the unclean thonftc^,, that, is day 
and night gaping to receive it. Such being, 
at leaft in part, the charitable views of this 
pamphlet, it will undoubtedly meet with a 
nearty welcome from all the friends of Tbe 
Political Progrefs^ and particularly from its 
Author. 

Let me then a(k, What could induce him 
to come a^ the wa* from Edinborougb to Phi- 
ladelphia to make an attack upon poor Old 
England ?

Now,itappearttpnic, 
that otrr unfortunate Author n\uft be afflidcd 
with thi^ dreadful malady, ahdiffo, I wifl ap- 
peal to any ntian of fcfeling, whether his friends 
would titt .have (hewn their humanity, in re- 
lieving him by other means than thofe they 
have enc$urag€d\iim to employ ; which, befides 
being unprodiiiftive, have expofcd both him 
and them to the birch of public opinion. 

Such are the mighty cfFefts of the numin re-- 
formaHo^ that I was at firft inclined tdbeliev^, 
we were indebted to ihat alone for the publica- 
tion in queflion; and that the gentlemen, from

print, the fpecch of a member of Congrels is 
cut afunder in the middle, for the purpofe of 
wedging in an extrad: fronn The Political Progrefs 
of Britain. The debate was on the propriety of the 
houfe*s cenfuring certain focieties that hadafftfted in bring-' 
ing about an infurreEiion in the w^erh counties of Penn^ 
fylvania ; and the cxtraded morfel, wedged in 
as above mentioned, went to prove that bread 
was abfolutely dearer in Scotland than in England /— 
Well enough may you ftare, reader. Was 
there ever foch an impudent, fuch a barefaced 
puff as this, fince the noble art of puffing has 
been difcovered ?

It is an infult to 
our national underflanding. Why not fay 
candidly; *^ gentlemen and ladies, here is a 
poor man in diftrefs, who, for want of better 
employment, has trutpped up an old pamphlet^ 
which he propofesto fell for a new one; in.

but we have not time to liften to the canting 
lybil that offers to tell our fortunes for a half- 
penny. 

The gazette above mentioned, in good will 
to Great Britain, does not yield to The Political 
Progrefs icfelf. It can do any thing, it can work 
miracles, when the " public will'* requires it. 
For ibis year paft, it has kept an army of a 
hundred thoufand Carmagnols in conftant rea- 
dinefs to invade England, and has even landed 
them onc<, and fct them to fricaffeeing the poor 
Englilh, with as littie mercy as they do the 
poor frogs in their own country. Nor is it 
fecond to any, with rcfpedl: to home affairs. It 
may be called th^ political barometer of the 
Union. At a time when the atmofphere of 
popular opinion feemed to lower over the prin- 
cipal officers of the Federal Government, the 
Editor, in conformity to the firft part of his 
motto, expunged the word Fed&ral fw>m the 
title of his gazette. As a reafon for this altera- 
tion, he obferves, with his ufual modefty:

I ftop here to throw myfelf on the mercy 
<^ the reader. *' A dtgreliion,'' fays ShafteU 
bury, ** is ever inexcufable in proportion as 
** the fubjeft of it is contemptible." Ac- 
knowledging, as I do the juftnefs of this 
maxim, I am but too well aflured, that no-, 
thing can apologize for the digreflioii I have 
juft been led into. 

The Political Progrefi has more than one firing 
to its bow. The Editor above mentioned is 
furpafled in charity by one of his brethren of 
the fame city ; the firft has only recommended

but one inftance, among a hundred, of this 
gentleman* s generofity.

He fays, it would be an eafy matter to apok^ 
gize for all the majfacris that have taken place 
in that country ; *« but, even taking them as 
*' they are, it will be found, upon reflexion,

" of Ifles :*" thefc are his very words. To

" The Political Frogrefs of Britain.^* This 
rare anecdote informs us, that, in the year 
one ibou/and /even hundred and feventy feven^ a 
woman was hanged at Tyburn for filing a 
piece of linen. Now, how the hanging of a 
woman at Tybum, in 1777, could reduce the

in 1794; and how the reduftion.of the fum of

haps, the Jurora y and fome other printSi may 
boaft of being an: exception to this maxim, 
yet it may ferv^ a« a* feafonabld bint to theiir 
readers^. 

Never mindj reader; I know what f am 
about. I have fet my foot, among a nefl of

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vipers here ; but the poor devils do not 
know how to fting* Let them writhe and

Taking it for granted, that the Author is 
neither more nor lefs than the ** forlorn hope'' 
of the phalanx by whom he is encouraged, I 
do not look upon myfelf as bound to obferve 
the laws of neutrality towarcfc them, any more 
than towards him ; and therefore I (hall make 
very free with them, whenever they may fall 
in my way.

But the merits and 
fidelity of agnation can'never juftify the apoflacy of individuals, 
after havingxonfeffed candidly my admiration. and relpedl for 
the one, I mult be allowed to e^prefs^as candidly my abhor* 
rcnce of the other. 
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attcnndn of ah American. If you want ta 
hnow the charraders of the kings of England, 
you will find them recorded in hiilory ; you 
will there find the good with the badi you 
wilt find, that they hate all had their faults^ 
and moil of them their virtues. If you find 
that fome of them were wolves, you will never 
find that their fubjedts or their neighbours were 
lambs* From the fame fource you will learn^ 
that, ever fince the abdication of James It. the 
embers of difcontent have been kept alive m 
Scotland 9 by the means of ambitious dema« 

fogues : you will find that their influence is 
ally decreafing, but that, like the Antifede- 
ralifts in America, they feize every opportunity 
to exert it, in reviling the government, 9cpre- 
fenting every tax as an oppreffion, and exciting 
the ignorant to infurredion *. You will ob- 
ferve (and undoubtedly with a great deal of 
pleafure) that exertions of fuch a. horrid ten«

As to the taxes in Great Britain, 
they are heavy, and I believe in my foul it is 
in their very nature to be heavy, as much as 
it is in the nature of lead; for, the '^ people 
complain, of their weight, npt only there, ^ but 
here, and cyiery ' where ' elfe. You will, 'per- 
haps, like many other compaffianate people, 
feela good ddal of anxiety about the national 
debt of Great Britain, and" may |)ofllbly have 
your fears of a gineral bankruptcy : but, fuffernle 
to caution you tigamffah exrcfs of fehfibility ; 
for; ithpugh coriipaffi0n is, iii itfclf, amiable, 
it'degeherates into weaknefs, ^htn lavHhed on 
an unworthy obj eft : nay, it even looks med- 
dlingi -if' not* ihlldifli, to bcf eternally expref- 
fing a folicituc^c for people. who do not feem 
at all ferifibic of /put kindnefs; \ Only l6ok at 
the'coridufl: of their Merchants j for example, 
towards Mr. Dayton : we have not heard, that 
they have exprefled the lead gratitude to that 
honefl: gentleman for his kind motion, for 
putting afide about four or five millions of 
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their dollars, in a fafe corner, to preferve them 
from the Hanover Rats, and the fcrambling 
clutches of. Billy Pitt ! If I were in the place 
of the honourable Member from New Jerfey, 
I think it would be a lelTon to me never to 
meddle with their affairs again. Such a per* 
vcrfe ftifF-necked race ought to be left to their 
fate. All we have to do, is to take care that 
they do not get into our debt, and then let 
them break as foon as they wilL Humanity 
requires that we ihould pity our diftreffed fel- 
low creatures, but it does not oblige us to cx« 
pofe ourfelves to their contempt. 

In defence of the condudl of t|ie gefukmrn 
encouragirs of The Political Proigrifs of Britain^ it 
has been roundly afierted> that there exifts a 
Monarchy Party in the United States^ and that 
every thing tending to render it oxlious is ne- 
. ceffary and laudable ; and that^ confequently^ 
it was no more than fair play to borrow, or 
hire» the pen of a needy foreigner to lampoon 
the government and conftitution oi his own 
country. But, whoever will give themfelves 
the troiible to open their eyes, or make ufe of 
a very little recoUedtion, will be convinced, I 
fancy, that there is no reafon for alarm on this 
account.

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Crafade againft Liberty; when the fad is, 
the fattelites of Liberty * are carrying on a 
Crufade againft Royalty.

immediately *^ let flip the dogs of war,'' at 
every thing elfc that bore the name or marks 
of Royalty. 

Their firft, objeft of attack was the Stage. 
Every Royal or. Noble charadler was to be 
driven into everlafting exile, or, at leaft, none 
fuch was ever to be introduced except by 
way of degradation. The words your Ma- 
jefty, My Lord, and the like, were held to 
be as offcnfive to the.chafte ears of Republi- 
cans, as filks, gold lace, painted cheeks and 
powdered periwigs to their eyes.

Tt is hardly ncceflary to fay, that the gentle- 
men and ladies of the buikin {Fjvat Refpuhli 
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ca*^ turned a deaf ear to all innovations of this 
kind. It was no eafy matter to perfuade peo- 
pie, who had been kings and queens from their 
infancy, to turn kennel-rakers and cut-tljroatg 
all at once. In vain did the Crufaders repic- 
fent to them, that their conduct was inconfif- 
tent with their motto, and that their vanity was 
like that of the Afs loaded with Relicks. Ex- 
poflulation and menaces were vain : after hav- 
ing ftrutted fo long in furbclowed brocades 
and White Chapel diamonds,- they felt them- 
felves by no means difpofed to go (linking 
about the fcene in an a — clout.

But that there Ihould 
be found a number o{ Americans ^ or even one^ ca- 
pable of rejoicing and laughing at the tragic 
fall of the unfortunate Louis XVI, is a faft of 
fuch a horrid nature, that we wi(h not to be- 
lieve our eyes and cars. 

Who is not fcnfible of the effor^s^ the migh- 
ty, the fuccefsful efforts, made by that Mo- 
narch in favour of thefe States? Who is not 
fcnfible, that to thofe efforts America owes her 
Independence ? Every one is fenfible of it ; and 
it is for this reafon, that all parties join in ce- 
lebrating the 6th <tf February, the anniver- 
fary of the conclufion of the Treaty of Alli- 
ance between Louis XVI and the United 
States.* Recolledl, reader, that the fohg above 
quoted, was fung on the fiurtb of Julyi on the 
anniverfary of that Independence, we boaft of 
as a fovcreign good. Recolleft that a number 
of Annericans^aflembled to rejoice on account

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df this bleflirtg, called to the univcrfe at the- 
fame time, to witnefs their joy at the murder 
of him who conferred it !

For my part, I look upon the de(!ru<5l:ion of 
this image and crown as an event of about as 
much cbnfequcncc to the citizens of Philadel- 
phia as the deftruftion of the Swifs^ f at the daor ff 
their Library^ would be. The chutch is full as 
v^'tW without iti as with it. I have frequented 
Chrift Church for near about thirty years, 
without ever obferving that fuch a thing was

If the poox image could 
have fpoken, it certainly would have renf>oii- 
flrated againft fuch an a(9: of manifeft injuftice ; 
an ad tranfgreflin^ all law& botb human and 
divine* For, i believe it is a principle eftabliih* 
cd in law, that thirty years, it not Icfs^ of unio- 
terrupted poffeilion, conftitutes a right; and» 
though we have heard of the fins of the fathers 
being vifited upon the children, it was left for 
thefe ** young and virtuous mm *' to find Wt the 
juftice of vifiting tiie fins of the children .upon. 
the fathers. 
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Of a piece with this heroic ^(firioii was that 
of the Democrats, oiCharhJIon^ South Carolina, 
when they precipitated theftatue of the late 
Lord Chatham from its pedeftal, and bragged 
in the gazettes of having fevered the head from 
the body. If one were to alk thefe wifeacres>, 
what honor or profit they could ptomife them- 
felves in this triumph over a piece of marble^ 
I wonder what would be their aiafwer. It was. 
not the Enghfli that placed it there; it was^ 
themfelves. It was an idol they had raifed 
with their own hands. Did they exped: to?

gold and lilver? Had this been the cafe, and 
had their expedation been well founded, the/ 
profit of the enterprife might have kept them 
in countenance; but, as it was, their fally o£ 
fans-culottifm has produced them nothing but 
derifion; has fixed them as a mark, ** for the 
*« hand of fcorn to- point its flow unmoving 
" finger at.** People compare them to the 
child who fights with his man of clay^^and calls 
out to his playmates to admire his bravery. 
No wonder that the Jacobin» Club at Paris 
ihould obje& to the adoption<o£ ninnies like 
thefe. 

I will not fatigue the reader with any more 
of thefe feats of nlodern chivalry^.what I have 
here related will, I think, be fiifficient. to prove, 
that the pidures of half a dozen, old kings. 
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painted with a Caledonian mop, were by no 
means neccflary t6 frighten the people into 
Democratic principles. 

I now come to an epoch of American fans- 
culottifm, that ought not to be forgotten in 
hafte. I mean the beginning of the Weftern 
Rebellion, When the back door Clubs firft 
received the r>€ws, they put a Janus*s face 
upon the matter: they pretended not to approve 
altogether, of the hoJHb operations of their 
** Weftern Brethren*'; but at the fame time 
they took care to declare, that they would 
never ceafe to. oppofe the law which had given them um^ 
hrage. The manoeuvres that were employed to 
prevent the Militia of Pennfylvania from turn* 
ing out, and the fiircafms that were thrown oue 
on the Jerfey Militia, only becaufe they did 
turn out, are fi^fh in every one*s memory. As 
is . the ever memorable petition that was pre- 
fented to the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 
State of Penn-fylvania, on the 6th of September 
laft^. The Legiflature was no fooner met, for 
the fpecial purpofe of enforcing the execution 
of one excife law, than they were befought to 
aflift in oppofing the execution of another ex- 
cife law ! The petition was an appeal to the 
Legiflature, not from an inferior, but from a 
fuperior Legiflature; and, which is perhaps 
the moft incongruous of all the incongruities 
that ever were heard of, at the head of the ap* 
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pellants was the Prefidcnt of one branch- of 
that very legiflature from which they were 
appealing ! ! ! Had the Prefident of the 
United States joined Citizen Genet in his ap* 
peal to the people, the ftep would not have 
been more ridiculous* 

Nobody can doubt, that the fcheme of the 
Democrats was by means like thefe, to deaden 
the limbs of Governments^ and thenfeize the 
reins themfclves. But fuccefs was dubious ; 
they therefore proceeded with caution. Look 
at, and admire their condud, from this time, 
'till they faw a fufEcient force ready tp march 
againft their " Weftern Brethren/* You will

Look at their condudt towards 
their venerable founder. Citizen Genet: no 
fooner had the poor citizen made his politi- 
cal exit, than they began to " dance on his 
Kive," as their brother Barlow did on that of 
uis XVI. However, all their ungrateful 
efforts, all their unnatural malice has not been 
able to injure their immortal Sire. Though 
baffled and perfecuted on this fide the Styx, 
he has bribed old Charon to ferry him over 
into -the Ifland of Blifs, where he may, unin- 
terrupted by tormenting Ariftocrats, fip the 
live long day, and the live long night too, at 
the lovely ftream, flowing from the pure foun- 
tain of the pureft democracy. 

But to return ; our democrats had another 
view in fligmatizing their " weftern brethren" 
for royalifts, befides that of difowning them*

own. Thus, by a ftroke of addrefs peculiar 
to themfelves, they turned misfortune to ad- 
vantage : this was making the befl: of a bad 
market with a vengeance!

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grave alarming »accounrs of people's crying 
out, " King George for ever ;" and of billets 
being " ftuck upon trees, with " Britijb free^ 
>dom will never oppofe you.** Billets ftuck upoa 
trees ! Like thofe of Orlando and Rofalind, 
1 fuppofe. 

<* Untill the treeihall quit the rhind, 
*' 1*11 never quit my Rofalind." 

This is very pretty in making love, but it 
is a romantic way of carrying on Treafon and 
Rebellion, and feems to agree but very ill 
tvith the language of thofc gentle fwains af- 
fembled at Parkinfon*s Ferry. 

I muft be excufed alfo, if I do not give full 
credit to what the Governor of Pennfylvania 
aflertcd on this fubjeft, when he was haran- 
guing the militia officers to perfuade them to 
affemble their quotas, for the purpofe of march- 
ing againft the " Weftern Brethren.*' ** Lif- 
ten/' laid he, " to the language of the Infur^ 
*' gents, and your fpirit will rife with indigna- 
** tion.* They not only affert that certain 
" laws (hall be repealed, let the fcnfe of the 
** majority be what it may, but they threaten 
•* us with the eftabliftiment of an indepen- 

* Ah, Sir ! ought the Officers and Sol<fiers of the State 
of Pmnfyhama to ittlindignatkn zgmSt nobody bat the dc^ 
A«fe</" Weftern Brethleaf" 
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** dent government, or, a return U the allegi- 
*^ ance ef Gnat Britain.** 

Moft people thought this wasf a holtjbot ; but 
they forgot that he uid, in the fame harangue, 
that " from defefts in the militia fyftem, or 
** fome other unfortunate caufe^ the attempts to ob- 
" tain the quota of militia by regular drafts 
" bad failed.** If they had recoUefted, that 
under fuch circumftances, the end of an ha- 
rangue was to ** ftir men's bloods;" and not 
to be very nice in the ftatemeht of fadts, they 
would not have be«n furprifed, that our So- 
iomon (I can have no intention to hint, that 
the wife Governor has ever had three hundred 
toncubines at a time) they would not, I fay, 
have been furprifed, that our Solomon (hould 
choofe Great Britain as a fpur. 

Reader, when you were a little boy, did you 
never carry on a fecret correfpandence with 
the pies and tarts ; and when, * / the rattling 
of the plates, or fome other accident,' you 
were lite to be caught a.t it, did you n^vee 
raife a hue and cry againft the poor dogs and 
cats ?

reader will excufe my flopping here. Thii 
piece was among the firft I came at, and I 
have copied it word for word and letter for 
letter, without even the omiffixm of a comma 
or adafli. Since the failure of a certain en^ 
terprife, there is no doubt that, the Author or 
Authors of it would wifli it turned into blank 
paper, but, alas ! the wiih is vain ; in vain 
would they cry, with Lady Macbeth ; ** out, 
" damn'd fpot!** It is like — — *thcir repu- 
tations. 

Thus then, I think, nobody will deny, that 
a hatred of the Britilh Government and of 
that of the United States go hand in hand.

Underftand me, reader; I would by no 
means iniinuate, that a man cannot be a firm

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fricfid of the Federal Government, and at the 
ikme time mOx all manner of fuccefs to the 
French, in their prefent ftruggle for what their 
vanit/ and our complaifance have termed Li- 
berty ; on the contrary, I think it very natural 
for an American^ who has no other idea of 
Liberty than that which is conveyed to him 
by his fenfes ; who is not refined enough to 
tafte that metaphyfical kind of Liberty, that 
can exifl only in a brain affliAed with the nm^ 
ma rif9rmati9 ; who in ihort, has no notion that 
Liberty coniifts in yielding up the crop, he 
has laboured all the year to raife, and in receiv- 
ing three or four ounces of black bread a day 
in lieu of it : it is natural and even laudable 
for fuch a man to be zealous m the caufe of 
the French, who^ as he Js told, are fighting 
for Liberty ; but even he ought to keep his 
zeal within the bounds of decency ; when it

I am for carrying our complaifance 
further ; I am for not only letting them play 
their pranks at home, but here alfo^ if they 
pleafe.

Did not the wife Lacedemonians make their 
flaves drunk, and turn them loofe/once a 
year, to infpire their youth with a horror for 
that beaftly vice?

I thought, I was walking up Market Street, 
by the fide of Old William Penn, the foum- 
der of the city; who told me, that he 
was come upon earth again to fee if his de- 
fcendants, and thofe of his companions, con- 
tinued to walk in the paths of peace and int^ 
grity. I thought, I aiked him with a kind of 
fneer, whether he had not found things fiirpad 
fing bis expectation ; upon which the old man 
after a heavy iigh, told me ^ long deal about 
freeing Blacks with one hand, and buying 
Whites with the other, about godly malice 
and maple-fugar, itnd about thofe '* precious 
** hypocrites" (thefc were his very words) 
Briflbt and Warner Miglin, &c. &c. &c, to 
the end of the chapter. 

Before the good old man had finifhed his 
ftory, which, by the by, was a pretty tough 
one, we were, I thought, got to the upper end 
of Market Street, where we were flopped by a 
monftrous crowd of people, that not only 
blocked up the way, but filled all the fields 
for a great way out.

I 
thought, there was a fort of pyramid, made 
of paper, with a red nightcap upon the top of 
it, and carried by two Americans and two Fo- 
reigners, all of whom* like the pyramid, were 
drefled in red night-caps. Round the pyramid, 
marched, I thought, a bevy of vireins in 
white robes, each wearing a crown and ceflus 
tricolor^ and bearing a garland in her hand ; 
and (what ftuff do we dr^am of ! ) I thought 
thefe nymphs were ulhered by nine or ten 
pfiefts, whofe only mark of diftinflion was a 
nofegiy oi ^raw txtd round with a ribbon.

I thought, we followed this antick (how in- 
to a fpacious inclofure, where, on an altar, not 
of burni(hed gold, but of deal boards, ftood 
The Godde/Sy the objeik of the Feaft. She was 
drefled like the Cyprian Queen, when (he re-* 
reived the prize from the Idalian Shepherd 5 
that is to fay,— ^in her fkin : in her right hand 
(he held a (laff mounted with a night cap^ and 
in her left a dagger : on her head (he had a cap 
decorated, in appearance, with lilies; but, 
upon a c\<&t examination, I thought, I found 
them to be real bells. This difcovery, led 
me to perceive, that I had committed an error 
with refpcft to the Identity of her perfon ; 
for, hearing that her worftiipers were called

The Priefts, I thought, were ranged round 
the altar, offering up their no^gays, and invok- 
ing the afliftance of the Goddei«, while the 
air rang with Hallelujahs. The invocation 
was no U>oner ended and the benedidtion given 
by the High Prieff, than. the whole (not ex- 
cepting the Chiefs, I thought,, of the State pf 
Peunfylvania) began dancing and capering a la 
cannfbale round the altar^ at the fame tipe deaf- 
ening the very firmament with their cries. 

Here my venerable companion^ who had 
been very uneafy during the whole fcenc, 
wo^ld abfolutely flop no longer ; and, to con« 
fefs a truth> I began to feel a good deal uneafy 
myfclf.

bjung down his foaming jaws, his eyes becanie 

a glaring ball, and his hair a bed of fnakes^ 

curling round his fkuU and hiffing deftruc-* 

tion. The poor old man, though immortal^ 

was appalled, and r^ilhed into the. grave to 

hjde hm>felf from the petrifying fight. I ut-r 

tered a fhriek, and awaked ; but awaking 

was very far from putting an end to my 

fright : fiill the noife continued, and fiill was 

I fiiffened with honor ; unable to determine 

whether it was a dream or not. My voice, 

however, had alarmed the family, and, Oh! 

how glad was I to find, that the noife I heardj 

was nothing but that of the French and our

Leaving this without comment, I (hall add 
an extraft or two from a debate of Congrefs, 
which I (hall alfo leave without comment: fuch 
things fcorn the aid of declamation.

Though the immragtn of this work might 
ihink it a means of deceiving the ignorant, 
and adding to the prejudice againft Great Bri-' 
tain, yet they feem to have had another view, 
which perhaps the cudden of an author knew 
nothing of. The Political Prognfs profeffes to 
Ihow •* the ruinous confgquences of taxation. " And, 

Indeed^ this is the burden of the fong's almoit. 
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every paragraph clofes with melancholy reflect 
tions on the confequence oitafcation. The au- 
thor even goes fo fer, in one place, as to declare^ 
that '* the flighteft and mojl neceffary taxes y are very 
•* deftruAive," This it was that recommend- 
ed the piece to the gentlemen who encouraged 
the author to publilh it in America: it was fo 
apropos too; fo juft the very thing. 

With refpe<9: to the expediency of taxatioii 
in general, it is not to my prefent purpofe to 
fay any thing about it ; every one that is ' not 
already upon four legs, knows that he fooa 
muft be fo without fomething of this kind ; 
what I wifli to dired the reader's attention to^ 
is, the real objcdl of the publication in quef* 
tion.

awn. The national debt, uxes^ &c. of Great 
Britain were well adapted to their purpofe s 
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they knew, by ihemfclves, that the bulk of 
readers were incapable of going into calculations 
of this kind ; of making juft connparifons be- 
tween this country and that: it was like reading 
the hiftory of a giant to a pigmy. 

Nobody can doubt, particularty if country be 
taken into the conikleration, that the grinders 
and retailers of Mundungus were among the au- 
thor *s encourdgers. I remember hearing a fpeaker 
of this honourable body, holding a talk to his 
brothers, in the month of May laft, from the 
window of a certain State Hoijfe. I (hall hoc

It is certainly worthy of remark, that, among 
the fpeechifiers at this talk, there was but one 
American^ and that, among the hollow boys, 
perhaps there were 4iot twenty.

I would a(k the4overa of their country, if fuch 
there are among the eiuouragers of this author^ 
what good they could intend to render it by 
fuch a ftep ; I think they would be puzzled for 
an anfwer. Did they imagine, could they 
imagine, that his having narrowly efcaped 
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tranfportation, in his own country, was a fuf- 
iScient fccurity for his being a moft excellent 
citizen in this ? Becaufe his book had been 
burnt by the hands of the common hangman 
in Scotland, did they imagine that it was calcu- 
lated for the edification of the people of the 
United States ? That the author believed this 
to be the cafe is clear,' otherwife he would not 
have introduced himfelf by cxpofing that, 
which he certainly would have kept out of 
fight, if he had been appealing to virtue or rea-

To what a pitch muft this unmeaning, this 
fruitlefs ill-nature a:gainft a foreign country ht 
carried, if to be declared infamous there, is be- 
come a recommendation here I If a fellow, to 
ufher himfelf into favour, muft cry out : Ibavt 
had a narrow efcapil Look ye j good folks berets 
the mark of the halter about my necky^t ! If this 
be the cafe we may as well adopt at once that 
famous decree of the Jacobin Club at Paris^ 
which requires as an efiential qualification in 
each member, that he (hall, previous to his ad- 
iniffion, have committed fome crime worthy of 
the gibbet I A regulation like this was very 
proper, and even neccffary in a democratic 
club, and, for that very reafon, unheccfiary and 
improper every where elfc. 

7be Political Progrefs is in politics, what mad 
Tom's Jge of Reafon is in religion, and they 
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have both mtt with encouragement from fomc 
people here, from nearly the fame motive. 
Had not the laft mentioned piece been fup- 
preffed in England, there is every reafon to 
believe, that it would never have rivalled the 
Bible among us, in fo many families as it 
does. What a prepofterous thing! People, 
who detcft blafphemous publications, will to. 
ferate, will read them,. and put them into the 
hands of their children, bccaufe other people 
have declared them blafphemous ! Pope would 
have faid ; 

** Thus Infidels the true Believers quit, 

** And are but damn'd for having too much wit.'* 

To what deception, to what infulting quack- 
cry of all forts has not this prejuduce expofed 
us! A.projefter (and, I think, like the Author 
of the Political Progn/s^ of the Caledonian race) 
propofed, fome time ago, to change the lan- 
guage of the country. He even went fo far as 
to have his fcheme and propofals printed. As 
to the fcheme itfelf, it confided in the intro- 
dudion of feveral new characters into the 
Alphabet, and in changing the (hape, or man- 
ner of writing, of fome of the old ones. To 
give the reader as good an idea, as he can pof. 
fibly have, of the merits of this fcheme, it will 
be fufficient to tell him, that the / was to be 
turned upfide down, and the point placed under 
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tlie Imc, thus /. Ridrculous as this may feem, 
and much as the Author may, in fome people 's 
opinion, appear to merit a cap and bells, yet we 
muft fuppofe, he knew whom, he was making 
the propofal to. There is hardly any thing 
too grofs for an appetite whetted by revenge. 
The preface to this greafy dab was a (harpcn- 
ing fauce, well calculated to make it go down. 
It was printed in the '' Am^noau Language '*

1 would advife the Author never to read this 
preface in a liable ; the horfes would certainly 
kick his brains out. 

Some readers may imagine, perhaps> that this 
k all a joke ; but I certainly faw the thing, as 
I have deicribed it, and in the hands of feveral 
perfons too. It was in the month of October, 
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1793, that I faw it; it was in a fmall oftavo 
volume, printed at Philadelphia, and the Au« 
thor*s namcj if I am not miftaken^ Thornton. 

After this, who would wonder if fome one 
were to tell us, that it is beneath Republicans 
to eat, and that we ought to eftablifh a fyftem 
of French ftarvation, only becaufe the EnglifU 
live by eating? 

There is nothing that might not be received 
without furprife after the projeft of this Lin- 
guift, and therefore We may remember with lefs 
aftonifhment the notable projed: of that Demo- 
crat Briflbt, for curing the confumption.

us, quack-like, his infallible noftrum. Liberty 
end Equality! Gracious Heavens ! Liberty and 
Equality to cure the confumption ! 

Yes, let him perfuade us, if he can, that our 
wives and daughters die of the confumption, 
becaufe they do not, like his execrably patri-

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Otic concitcyenness change gallants as often as 
they do their cbemijes. If he could even con- 
vince us of the efficacy of his remedy, we 
fhould certainly rejcft it, as ten thoufand mil- 
lion times worfe than the difeafe. And you, 
ye fair Americans, ^re you afliamed to follow 
the bright example of your mothers ? Would 
you accept of Mr. BriflTot's noftrum ? No ; 
you are too mild, too lovely, to become the 
tribune of a Democratic Club : your lily- 
hands were never made to wield a dagger : 
you want no rights, no power but what you 
poffefs : your empire is much better guarded 
by a bofom of fnow, than it would be by the 
rufty4}attercd breaft plates, worn by thofe ter- 
rible termigants, the ^^ heroines of Paris.'* 

When I faid that we (hould certainly rejeflt 
Dr. Briffot's remedy, I by no means meant to 
include the members of Democratic Societies 
and others of that (lamp ; becaufe they are fo 
diametrically oppofite in their taftes, to the 
reft of mankind, that I queftion much whether 
they do not look upon a pair of antlers as an 
honourable mark of diftinftion.

^he Political Progrefs contains, among many 
cither religioufly Patriotic things too nume- 
rous to mention, a prophecy,— wot of the de- 
ftru8ion of the Whore of Babylon and the 
«* perfonal reign^ of Jefus over the Unitari- 
ans,' '♦ but of the deftruSion of the empire of 
Great Britain I This is certainly a^oft defir- 
able event, and fo abfolutely neceffary to our 
happincfs^ that every thing which: has been 
faid on the fubjedt, merits our attention- The

•^ tendernefs, hofpitality and good offices ?'* 
It is well enough for dreamers and Fortune- 
tjcUers, for a baffled Unitarian from Birming- 
ham, or a fecond-fighted Mumper from the 
Ifle of Skye to entertain us with fuch vifions ; 
but for you Sir, whom the populace calls " 4 
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'♦ damn'd Clever Fellow/'^ to Become tBefr 
dupe, is fomeihing amazing. If I am not miHl 
taken^ you bbferyed the other day, that it was 
improper for Congrefs to meddle with the af- 
fairs of the Democratic Societies ; and is it not 
full as improper for one of its members to 
turn Soothfayer concerning the affairs of other 
nations ?

Are not her poflei^ 
fions increafed to an amazing extent in the 
Eaft-lndies? Has (he not more men and 
more cannon afloat than the world belides j and 
is Ihe not the undifputed Miftrefs of the Ocean? 
For my part, the EngUfti are no partiular faw 
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vourites of mine ; It is nothing to me if their 
Ifland were fwallowed up by an Earthquake, as 
the Author of the Political Progrefs fays ; but 
truth is truth, and let the Devil deny^ if he can, 
that this is the truths 

^jAfe thefe indications of weaknefs and diP' 
tr^ ? Are thefe indications of approaching 
diflblution ? 

We were told the other day, by a newfmon- 

ger whom I have already mentioned too often,

And what hav(f 

they done to us ? The truth is, I believe, 

that the £ngli(h would join us in rejoicing at 

fuch an event as this ; that is to fey, when they 

have given the Hollanders time to carry all 

their treafiires over to LoiiidoB. We pretend 

to Laugh at John Bull ; but, I fancy, that John 

is at this moment laughing in his ileeve at aU 

the world. The Baboon has been tearing 

himfelf to pieces 'till he is no more a dange* 

roui neighbour to John ; and if he fbould 

now, in his mad pranks, give Nic Frog a fnap, 

or even fwallow hini up (as he is very fond of

fuch diet,) it will only turn another grift to 
John's mill: John, if I know any thing of 
his temper, wants no rival of any fort. 

Again, our Demagogues attempt to make our 
hair ftand on end with the Subftdies the'Englifh 
are paying to foreign princes ; and have the 
ingenuity to draw an argument of their po- 
verty from a circumftance, which, above all 
others, proves their riches, credit, and confe- 
<iuence. What does our experience fay? If 
we go upon change, we fee people buying 
bills upon London at three or four per cent 
above far ; but if a fellow were to take it 
into his head to propofe the negociation of a 
bill on Paris, I much queftion if he would not 
get kicked out into the ftreet. There is no 
friendfhip in trade. The exchange is no place 
for fraternizing. If I recoUeft right, the Se- 
cretary of State in his report on the depreda- 
tions on the commerce, &c. complains that 
the French Convention had paid for certain 
cargoes of provifions in Ajftgnats. In afSg- 
nats ! Morbleu ! what would vou have ? Are 
we not told, by every looby or a Captain that 
arrives, that affignats are at par ? And, what 
is more, has not the convention ordered them 
to be at par^ on pain of the Guillotine ? Wc 
have not, I think, heard any complaints againft 
Englifh Bank Notes: and yet we know the 
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Englifli to be upon, the point of breaking* 
w£it fort of work is all this ? 

But we are told that there muft be a Revo- 
lution in England ; for, that the people are 
alf ripe tor revolt. Where is the proof of 
!this ? Not in the condudl of their land or fca 
forces. At the beginning of the war, the 
Convention decreed, that the crew of every 
veflel captured from the Englifh, ftiould fharc 
in the prize. What good did this bafe fatan- 
nic democratic decree produce? What good 
did the fraternizing fpeech of the Carmag- 
nole Admiral do ? 1 do not believe he even 
found time to pronounce it. How did the 
crew of the Ship Grange behave to Citizen 
Bompard, when he told them they were to 
fhare in the prize, and that they were not his 
prifoners, but his brothers ? '^ No, (aid they, 
*< you French B — -r, we are none of your bro- 
*^ thers'* Alas! I fee nothing here that af- 
fords theleaftglimpfeof hope. — But the peo- 
ple are difcontented, and complain of their 
taxes:— where? iw England ? or here ?— But they 
have infurreftions every year : — and every day 
too, if we believe our Newfpapers ; it ap- 
pears however, that there has been only one in 
England, of late years ; and that was /or the 
government, inftead of againft it. A troop ot 
horfe put an end to that infiirredion ; while fif- 
teen thoufand men were obliged to march to 
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fnit an end to ours. But they have a dozen 
prifoners going to be tried for High Treafbn : 
—and have not we more than two dozen go* 
ing to be tried for the fame offence— O ! but 
they have their Carmagnole Clubs, and their 
Stanhopes^ and Foxes, and Sberidans i^ycs, 
and God confound them ! fo have we, to our 
forrow ; and have them we fhall, till we take 
the fame method with them that the Englifti 
have been taking with theirs, for fome time 
paft. Suppofe Bradford, the Wat Tyler of the 
Weft, were to get over to London, and write a 
Poliiual Trogrlfs of America, foretelling the dif- 
f(^ution of the Union ; would he not deferve a 
horfe-whip in place of encouragement ? When 
the militia was called out, and cannon were 
placed oppofite the State Houfe, laft May, to 
keep ofiFa gang of infolent failors, were we ap- 
preheniive of a Revolution ? No; but if our 
Democrats were to hear of fuch an event tak- 
ing place in the neighbourhood of the Britilh 
Parliament, I queftion but it might produce a 
Civic Feaft. 

Even fuppofe that that accurfed thing, call- 
ed a Revolution, were to take place among the 
BritiQi ; what good would it do us? Would 
it weaken their power ? that cannot be becaufe 
we fay, it has rendered the French ftronger 
than ever. Would it deftroy their credit, and 
ftarve them ? No; for our gazettes all aflure 
us upon their words and honours, that the 
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French treafury is running over, and that the 
people'8 bellies are ready to burft. Would it 
make them turn atheifts and cannibals ? Yes, 
but then, it is a good thing to caft off fuper- 
ftition and punifli Ariftocrats. In Ihort, which 
ever way I turn the matter, we are, according 
to my fimple jud[gment, upon a wrong fcent. 
We are wifliing for a Revolution in England t 
and for what, 1 would be gfad to know? to 
give the Englifh a (hare of alt the goody good* 
ies, eh ? No, no ; they are the exciufive pro- 
perty of our dear allies, and, in the name of 
God, let them keep them all to themfelves. 
To be fure they have juft given us a taftc, 
but then, I hope we {halt hare too much fehfe 
to run about crying r<»ft meat. 

Let U5 open our eyei ; it is pretty near time, 
if we do not wi(h to be led blindfolded to the 
cftd of the farce, and even after it is oven- 
How can it be our intereft to give way to thit 
moody temper towards a nation, with which, 
after all, our connexions are nearly as clofe as 
thofe of Man and Wife ? (I avoid the com- 
parifon of Mother and Child, for fear of a£- 
icfttng the nerves of ^fome delicate conHii^ 
irritions.) Becaufe a war once exjfted between 
the two countries, is that a reafon that they 
fhouid now hate one anocftler ?' They had 
their l>attle out ; let them follow the good old 
cuftom, drink and fhake hands, and not fufU

The hiftory of the Untied Irtjhmen will not 
detain us long. Soon after the ever-to-be-re- 
grettcd epoch, when God in his wrath, fuf- 
fered thetinkersj butchets^ harleauiiiSj auacks^ 
cut-throats, and other modern pmlofopners^ to 
ufurpthe government of F^ahce, tKeftbiftth^ 
renin Irekiiicl» tempted by the lii€<;«4^ul ex- 
ample, be^ with wonderful induftry, to pre« 
pare for taking tbe government of that country 
into their hands. With this laudable ejid in 
view, they formed what they called lix^yxjocntyi^ 
in tht cky of Dablin. To lay iti what mm- 
ner they proceeded tobulineft wt>u!dbeftipcrr 
fluous, iirice w« kaow t faey were ^mocratsi^— 
Their meetings, as among irs^ |rrodttetd re- 
folves in abundance, and good fortune feemeii 
for a time, to fmile upon them. The prefs was 
ibifocated with their addrefles And lett^s jiif 
fraternity, which were (wallowed by tne 
jmob, for whom they were ineendcd^ with ao 
appetite which generally chara<5leri;fcs tbat 
xlafs of citizens. But, all of a fudden, wbea 
they were in the height oftbcirwork, mang- 
ling the carcaft of the gbvenuxxent^ the xxnx^ 
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giftracy fonfed down upon them, like an eagle 
among a flock of carion crows. Here was 
fine helter ikelter ; fining, imprifoning, whip- 
ping and emigraiiag ; feme ran this way, others 
that ; fomc Came to America to brew whi(key> 
tome Vixnt to France to gather laurels. While 
bthers, of a more philofophicaltorn, fet off to 
Botany Bay to cull fimples- 

Amidft all thfs buttte> it is very natural to 
fuppofe there was littfe time to think about fe- 
curmg the archives of the fociety, and it is to be 
feared, they would have been irrecoverably 
loft, if they had not already paffed'into the 
newfpapers. To record, however, in a news- 
paper, is like writing in fand ; the citizen ediJ 
tor, of the Pamphlet before us, has, ihereforCy 
extradted the proceedings of the United Irijbmen 
from fo perilhable a regifter, and moulded 
them lip into a volume, which may tery well 
take the name of the fiins eulotte manual^ for I 
am much miftaken if it will ever be ufed any 
where but in the temple of Cloaeinet. 

However, the confcrvation of thefe MieffFma-- 
ble archives does not feem to be the only mo« 
live that led to their publication. It is diffi* 
cult foFpeople to wean themfelves from thecuf^ 
toms of their own country ^ accordingly, it 
would feem, that the citizen editor has, oii 
the prefent occafion> been aftuatcd by his pre- 
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dileAioH of an Idih cuftom, full cis moch as by 
bis zeal ** for the caufe of civil and religious

The citizen editor's havipg pilclied on Mr^i 
fierce Bufler for f^e godfaffier of his collec- 
tion« has caufed a good deal of mirth among 
thofe who have the advantage of being ac- 
quainted with that gieaflemah^ political creei 
To Mr. Biitler^B lioaoiir. he it fpoken* he wa^ 
perhapsj (he very laft perfbn in the United

ed. By Ihis miftake^e editor hasi told us ^an 
accident that too frequently happens with the 
fons and daughters of St. Patrick) precifely 
vrhat he inte^ed not to tell w: forhefitoft 
aHliredly did not intend to lell w, that he had 
Ihe vanity to ^ith to be thought infimate with ii 
defcetidaht of the tipUf houfe of Ormondj and 
Ihat^ as yet^ he ^new AothiD|( at aU of him but

I Kke to fte Ae liatighty-advocfrfes for demo- 
cracy, whdfe cuckoo notes ceafe not to ftun us 
vrith iitt dignity vf human nature', catching at 
t^rtry twig of tiobility or gentility that comes 
ivithin Ihehr reach. Qfte might have expe€lea 
that tifizen Stevens would have (hunned Pierce 
Butler, Efy. by infHnft, as the noxious animalis 
Vlreland are fald to have ftnmned the fcrpent- 
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killing Satiit; If all men are eqiialj why pre* 
fcr a fenator of the United States to a dray, or 
^heel- barrow man? If an ariiWrat like me 
were to addrefs a well-larded epiftle dedicatory 
to fome man of family, it would not be fo very 
aflpnifhing ; but to fee a fans culotte, rampant at 
Ihe feet of the only perfon in the country, that 
boafts of having a drop of noble blood in his 
Veins, is a phoenomenon in politics that cannot 
fail of awakening in the beholder, a fentiment 
fexaQly the oppoffte to that of refpeft; 

' fcul, if there is foniething of the.Irifh i;urrt

\ The ofteiifible bbjea df tile VnifU Iri/lbmfff, 
like that of all other ufurpers from the beginning 
of the world to the prefent day, was a reformat 
tion in the government of their country. To lay 
much about a plan of* reform propofed by a 
'^ band" of fuch obfcure and illiterate perfons a& 
,th€[ir ,prqceedings;proye thepi to , be, would be 
.paying ignorance too much attention, and wouli^ 
be,.befides, in a great meaftire, fuperfiuous, ^s we 
bave already been favoured , witl;i the^ newcft 
new conftitution of a fifter republic, of which 
ibat propofed by the United Irijbmen was but a 
counterpart. I cannot however refrain from 
making mention of an argument they addu<^ 
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in fupport of univerfal fuffrage. This is the^- 
niafter wheel in. the machine of reformation,, 
as it transfers the power from the h^nds of the 
rich into the hands of the poor ; all government 
mechanics do therefor-e make it a principal ob* 
jed of their attention ; but thofe of Ireland 
have made ufe of ^m argunient in its fupport 
that I never fliould have expefled to hear.; no,. 
x^qI even from them. ^* The pooreft ma^a in 
^' the land" fay they, '" pays taxes for hii^ fire, 
^* his candle, his potatoes, and his clqathing ; 
*' and (be poorer he is the greater occafion be bus. 
^^ for a votey to proteCt that little he has, 
\* which is neceflary, not to his qualification 
*' merely, but to his very exiftence.*' Now, 
unfortunately for the fyftem ofthefelegiflators, 
they hi^ve here kicked down the whole ftruc- 
ture of mud that thofe dilinterefted philofophi- 
cal politicians, Prieftley, and; Price, whom 
they pretend t:o adore, had been fo long in raif* 
ing. Tbefe complained bitterly that an. im- 
menfe copy-hpld eftate did nc«t give a vote^ 
while a beggarly tenement of forty fliillings a 
year, did give one, and that an infignificant 
borough fent as many members to the parlia^ 
ment ^s a rich mercantile town.. But, accord- 
ing to the reafoning of the United Irijbfnen, dl\ 
this is perfe^Uy right; for, if a man's right to 
vote increafes in proportion to his poverty, mo^ 
certainly a little beggarly tenement muft have 
a greater right to give a vote than an.eftate of 
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a tliourandl a year. In viiti would ihe Unite/t 
Irijhmen plead their privikge of ipeaking twice ; 
what they have advanced on this fubjeft is too 
unequivocal to admit of explanations • wha* is 
juft when applied to indiyiduab^ is alfo jufti when 
applied to communities, and^ if what they fay 
be true. Old Sarum, y^hok poor one houfe )\^% 
been the ftumbling block of all the re-organi- 
2ers of latter days, has much more right to fend 
two members to parliament than the city of 
London, which contains above a hundred and 
fony thoufand houfes. 

The reader will undoubtedly perceive, that 
the eagernefs of this ^' band** (the citizen edi- 
tor might have added a couple of fyllables to 
this wond^ without going beyond the truth) to 
obtain a participation inthetiadeof law.giving 
was to be no more than an introdutStory ftep 
towards a participation in fomething elfe : .their 
great caule of difomtem was^ thiy were poT 

^ile fome of their neighbours were ri^b. This, if I 
ttiay fo exprefe myfelf, is the Nile of refolutions. 
The hutigry part of the French nobility and 
clergy effefted a revolution that they might 
ihare in the plunder of the rich, and for no 
6ther purpofe whatever. Mirakeau was a gamc^ 
iter, and had been a bankrupt more than 
once: a well-.timed fop to this Cerberus would 
liave left the French king in quiet pofleflion of 
his arbitrary power* On what trimng events 
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does the peace of nations ibmetin^s depend ; 
a penfion, or a lucky hand at cards^ iliignt rid 
Billy Pitt of the barkings of patriots Fox and 
Sheridan ; and who knows ^ but ibmething of 
the lame kind might have prevented the mani- 
feftoes from Parkihfon's ferry? *^ There is a 
« drug*' (faid Sir Robert Walpole t6 the 
G — ^— es and Ma— ^ — ns of his day) " There is 
*' a drug^ that is to be found only at my Jhop^ 
** which is a never failing cure for the fever of 
** patriotifm.*' If our treafurer had been as 
able a phyfician as Sir Robert ; had he been 
ufcd to adminifterthis jH'ecious drug in the fame 
emergencies, perhaps the world would never 
have been entertained with many'of thofc far- 
cical refoluticms and (peeches, which have 
ibmetimes rendered legiflative debate a fort of 
hurlefque dialogue. 

•^ Rebellions/' fays Swift, ^^ ever travel from 
'* north to fouth ; that is to fay, from poverty 
'* to plenty." The Dean knew mankind pretty 
well, but not better than his countrymen, the 
. United Irijhmen^ as we (hall fee by their addrefs 
to the poor. ** To you," fay they, " the poor- 
** er ciafles of the community we addrefs our- 
^ felvcs. We are told you are ignorant ; we 
*' wifli you to enjoy liberty^ without which no 
^* people was ever enlightened: we are told you 
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*« arc uneducated and immoral ; we wifli you 
*' to be educated, and your morality improved 
•* by the moft rapid of all inflrrudlors, a good 
** government. Do you find yourfelvcs funk 
*' into poverty and wretchcdnefs ? examine 
" peaceably and attentively the plan of reform 
^ we now fubmit to you. Confidcr, does it 
*' propofe to do^tfn juftice ? does it propofe to 
•* give you fufficient protection ? for we have 
** no fear that the rich will have juftice done 
** to them, and will be fufHciently prote<9:ed/' 
— In another place they tell their poor friends, 
that it is the " unequal partition $/ rights^ that is 
*« the caufe of their poverty, and that maket 
<' them mob** It is thus that the ambitious 
troubles of mankind ever find their way to the 
hearts pf the lower claffes of the community. 
They flatter their natural inclination, which is 
ever to attribute their wants and misfortunes, 
which are ufually no more than the lot of hu- 
manity, or the natural confequences of their 
own idlcnefs or profligacy, to the errors or 
wickednefs of thofe who rule over them. 

By an equal partition of rights^ there is not the 
lead doubt that the United Irijkmen meant an 
equal partition of property ; it would have been 
uonfenfe to talk about any other kind. of rights 
to " the beggar on the bridge ;'* and, I be- 
lieve, few people (I mean people of property) 
will blame the fenfiblc part of. the Irifti nation 
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for objcfting to an equal partition of tho|c 
rights. It is in vain for revolutionifts to at- 
tempt any other explanation of the equal rights 
•fman ; it muft ever end, as in France, in the 
ruin of the rich, and its inevitable, confe- 
quence, univerfal poverty. If fuch people 
were to fpeak the language of their hearts, 
they would not fay to their rulers, " you are 
•' vicious corrupt men ; you are the curfes of 
** your country/' No ; they would fay : 
" you are rich rogues while we are poor 
^* ones, change fituations, and all will be 
" right/' 

But, even admitting that a partition of pro- 
perty was not underftood, that does not juftify 
the addrefs above cited. It is extremely dan- 
gerous to talk about an equal partition of any 
thing now a days, and particularly in a coun- 
try, where thofe who are called the people, are 
(for want of education, no doubt) fuppofed 
to have but very confufcd ideas of mine and 
thine. 'Tis true, we are told, that that " moft 
^* rapid of all inftruftors, a good government," 
would educate them in a trice; but, rapid as 
their progrefs might be, there is great reafon 
to fear, that the partition might take place 
before their education could be finiQied, and 
then I leave any one to guefs what a fcratching 
and fcrambling there would be. Befides, with 
thefe citizens permiflion, may we not doubt 
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t^at a^od government i$ not fo lapid an in^ 
ftrudori as they would make us believe ? I 
fancy, nobody will fay that our government is 
^ bad one, and yet we do not perceive, that 
thofe of the lower clafles of their countrymei^ 
who do us the>honaqr to come ainong ua, iiB-* 
prove fq rapidly as they pretend. There are 
hundreds (I am afraid I might add a cypher 
or two) of them in thefe Hates, who, after a re- 
fidcnce of feveral years, are no more able to 
diftinguiih between mUi and thhe, than they 
were the very firft day of their landing. If any 
can doubt of this, let him pay attention to the 
advertifements in the gazettes, and if he ftill 
remains unconvinced, let him go i mo, the aurts 
of Oytr and Ttrmimrm 

This naturally kad« us to another caufe of 
difconte^it with the JJuiud Iri/btmn ; namely, 
the Criminal C^Je of tlieir country, " The fpirit 
*' of pur laws,*' fay they, *' is ariftocratic, 
" and by no means calculated for the protec- 
*' tion of-the^ff^r. To pafs over the remark- 
'* able inftances of the game laws add ftamp 
*' a^, we (hall refer to a much more impor- 
,** tant lyftem, our criminal c^de. If the lower 
!*' claffes of people had been reprefenied in 
>* parliament, when their neaffitiis firft urged 
*^ them to infurneiidm and cutn^e, parliameot 
" would have enquired into, and redreffcd 
" their grievances, inftead of naaking iaws ^ 
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•^puniffi them with death.'*— —"The aflts; 
^^ which are prohibited by mmq of our laws, 
^* are crimes r but the punifbment inflicted by 
•* thofe laws are ftiH greater crimes. Thi 
^' reafbn of thb difprapmim ts» the rich man is 
•« never guilty of Jbap-JtiaUng, and the poor 
^' maa has no one to plead his caufe in the 
M fenate."— Delightful doftrine I It is a clear 
cafe, if the parGament were compofed of 
/biip-JiiaUrs^ Ifaeep-ftealing would fiion be no 
crime; and it is for this. very reafon, that all 
thofe who have flieep, wifli tor keep them out 
of Parliament. Oh! the unconfcionable arif- 
:tocrats» not to fet the patriot wolves to guard 
their &eep J It was certainly very " arj/locratii^ 
alfoi to make laws to punilh poor fellows with 
deaths for nothing but a little innocent amufe- 
ment, called •* tn/umeiUn and outrage /*' No 
wonder they ihould hie away to the weft of 
the Alleghany mountains, where fas they fup- 
pofed 7 they might recreate thcmfelvcs, with- 
out any apprehenfions from the fatal fingers of 
Jack Catch, and the fubfeguent operations of 
thofe *• flaying rafcals the lurgeons.*' 

However, I muft be permitted to fay, that 
I cannot perceive the inconvenience of having 
fuch a parhament as is not ready to obey every 
mob, whofc. neceffities may goad them on to 
infurreftion and outrage ; on the contrary, we 
have lately experienced the good clfe<^ of 
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fcrifltioiii Km. cap hformyUf^ fe^; vihf a

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The emtgiating menace* eoncludes with 
the ibllowiiie declaration, which would not be 
at all^degraded in coming from the mouth of 
a trader ta the coaft of Guinea. ^ Mankind^ 
*« like other ctimwdities, will follow the dmand^ 
*f andj if depreciated here bilow value, will ffy 
** to a hiur market*^ I totd the reader, I was^ 
afraid they meant America, when they talked 
about " « wrld itftwhtn.^* I wifli to heavea 
die greateft part of them would go to the odier 
world rather than come here. They arc right 
in catling it a marktty but as to its being a bet* 
ter one for them than their own country, I 
muft be fuflfered to doubt ; for if they are of 
lefs w/m there than they are here, they are^ 
alas ! depreciated indeed. I have fometinkes 
been furprized, that the traders to ehe Irifli 
coaft did not give their merchandife a different 
hue : by the help of a bufliel* or two of char- 
coal, and a few fleeces of bhck (beep's wool^ 
a cargo might be raifed from its depreciation*. 
The planters in the Southern States might,, 
indeed, objedt to this as an impofition (for I 
have been affured, by a friend in Virginia, 
that a cargo of black boys, is worth two of 
white beys at any time) ^ but every man has a 
right to do what he pleafes with his owns

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and, befldes, this pradice might fpare the

'• dignity of human nature,'* when they go 
on board to. make acquifitions of this kind. 

It would have been unpardonable in a foci- 
ety, like that o( the Umte4 Iri/hmitty if, among 
their numerous addrefleSj none was to be 
found to the fn brand philofopher, Prieftley, 
" Farewell/' fay they, in their confulotary ad- 
" drefs to him, ** Farewell, great and good 
" man !— Your change of place will give room 
*^ for the matchlefs aftivity of your genius ; 
*' and you wfll take a fublime pleafure in be« 
" (lowing on Britain the beneifit of your future 
•* difcoveries." Every honcft man ought to 
wilh that thi« were true ; for, the dodtor has 
already made fome difcoveries of the utmoft 
importance to future chemical emigrants, if be 
could be prevailed on to publifh them. He 
might let his brethren into the fecret of buy- 
ing land (or rather rock) at a dollar an acre, 
and felling it again at nine peace halfpenny. 
This is a fort of anti-chermftry, by wbidi 
copper is extrafted from fUver; an4 the pro- 
eels by which it is accompliihed muft certainly 
be a defideratum in the learned world* The 
doiflor might alfo favour curious foreigners 
with the feats of thofe American Mdii^ vuU 
garly called land furyeygrs, whaft potent art 
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levels the mountain with the valley^ makes the 
rough way fmooth^ the crooked ftraight $ 
whofe creative pencil calls into being nodding 
woods and verdant lawns, and like the rod 
of Mofes> makes rivulets gufti from the folid 
rock, 

" Farewell," continue the Vniui Irifimen^ 
^' Farewell, gi^^at and good man ; but before 
•• you go, we befeech a portion of your part- 
** ing prayer (down upon your marrow^ bones 
" reader) for Archibald Hamilton Rowan» 
" Muir, Palmer, Margarot, and Gerald, who 
*' are now, like you, preparing to crofs the 
** bleak ocean,— Farewell ! foon will you 
*• embrace your fons on the American (hore^ 
** and Wafhington take you by the band^ and the 
^^ Jhadi of Franklin look down, with calm de^ 
** light, on the firft flaterman of the age ex- 
•' tending his prousiion to its firft philofophcr." 
Here is certainly fome miftake in the clofc of 
this farewell. What do they mean by the 
Jbadf of Franklin^s looking d9tvn? To look 
down on a perfon one muft be in an elevated 
fituation, and, I fancy, it is pretty generally 
believed, by thofe who underftahd the geo- 
graphy of the invifible world, that Franklin^s 
fiade, as it is here termed, has taken a different 
route* Indeed, this muft be a bull; they cer- 
tainly meant to fay, that Wafhingtori would 
ImA down upon bim, and Franklin tah him by tbe 
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hani ; at lead, this would be nearer the truths 
for fure I am^ that Franklin will take him by 
the hand before the Preiident of the United 
States will. Oh I cruel difappointment I Phi- 
lofophy is in tears, and unitarianifm falls into 
hyfterics at the thoughu of it ! Fame, blow 
it not forth ! Hulh, babbling echo ! Dear 
.£olus» let no malicious breeze bear it to the 
« land of roaft beef!'' 

The TJniui Irijhmen (hed an abundance of 
crocodile tears over Do<5lor Prieftlcy and his 
friends Muir, Palmer^ &c. and make out pite- 
ous ftories about the tyranny of the Briti(h 
laws : but who will believe them ? Nobody 
here, above the rank of a potatoe digger. The 
late trials for high treafon, in England, furnilh 
us with an example of integrity and impar- 
tiality in a court of juftice that may be equal- 
led, but that never has been yet. The dbUr 
acquitted, and the peir condemned * (the lat« 
ter a friend to the government, and the former 
its profefled enemy) while it leaves us but 
very little room to doubt of the guilt of the 
Botany Bay convids, refleds eternal honour 
on Britifh jurifprudence. Indeed, all the be- 
neficent effeds of the Britifh conftitution are 
now felt in their full force : never did it Ihinc 



. • I allude here to Hardy and Lord Abingdon, aii account 
of whofe trials the reader mujfl have feen in the gazette3. 
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ibrth with fuch tranfcendant luftre as at this 
important and awfol crifis. It was this con- 
fittution that firft launched Britain from ob- 
fcurity, that has fince prcfenred her in (b 
many perils, and that now bears her ftcadily* 
through the revolutionary tempeft, furrounded 
with the wrecks and ruins of her neigh- 
bours. 

If the reader (hould be prevailed \rpon to 
allow, that fome alterations was become ne- 
celEiry in this conftitution, he will at once 
fee, that the pretended reformers were the 
laft people in the world in whcrfc hands the 
bufinefs oiiight to have been trufted. For, 
had they poffeflfed abilities adequate to the 
taflc, they never would have agreed among 
themfeves. Every fociety, every projector, 
had a different plan. Muir, the convift, 
was. for an Areopagus in the Greek mode ; 
the United Irifl)mn paid us the compliment of 
imitation, in fonje refpcfts, and the French 
in others ; Paine would infift upon organizing 
the whole a la mode de Paris^ and in this he 
wag joined by Home Tooke. But William's 
plan caufed the moft mirth. He had , the 
penetration to difcover, that mankind' by 
advancing in knowledge, grew foolifher and 
fboliflier? for this reafon, he thought it ne- 
ceflary to give them a different direftion, 
and, if his hand not been held, he would 
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have driven his countrymen bark nine ecn*- 
turics at a fingle blow. In (hort^ he was 
for reviving the Wittcnagemot and Myclegc- 
mot of Alfred ; and, accordingly, the eight 
millions of people who inhabit Great Britain, 
were to aflemble every May day, under the 
great canopy of heaven, on Salifbury Plain, 
to fettle the affairs of the nation * ! Into 
what (hocking abfurdities will not a fac- 
trous difpofition lead the man .that is curfed 
with it J 

Shall w blame the Britifh then, (hall we call 
them tyrants and ilaves, becaufe they have 
driven from among them thefc diforganizing 
reformers, who agreed in nothing but de- 
ftroying, in nothing but doing mifcnief ; and 
-who, had they been fuffercd to proceed, 
ivould, ere now, have fpread atheifm and 
terror through the land, filled it with bloody 
tribunals, prifons and executions, reduced 
the happy Ifland (the country of our fore- 
fathers) to a ruinous wild, and left the ftarv- 
ing fons of equality the miferaUe liberty of 
prowling about among the graves of their 
benefadlors? Shall we appuud, (hall we 
bug to our bofoms^ chefe political ferpents.

HE proceedings of the united Ififhmen, 
like tfoofeofche American fdf-creaiced ibckties^ 
Q€iHaj« general accufatioos i^ai^ft every brancH 
ef tbe .government. An advantageous diftribu* 
tiaii of die wojids Ubirtyy tyr^Hny^ Jlawry^ &c. 
does wonders with cbe populace ; but the in- 
telligent reader looks deeper^ general accufat ions 
Ho not facisfy him; he Jeeks for inftances of 
opprefBoQj before he mil believe that a govern- 
QieM is oppre(Bve. Let us extrad then the 
inftdiftce^ of oppredion, complained , of by the, 
tinited Irishmen, from the bombaftical- rhap. 
fody in which they are buried, and fee to what 
they amount. They tell us that Butler, Bond, 
Jlpwan, and aboui fou^r oiC live others^ Wfre 
L 2 
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detained fome months In prifoti; and that 
Mnir, Palmer, and Margarot^ with two or 
three more were tranfported; and all this, (they 
fay) ibr having done no more than what the 
gcod of their country d inflated. I am fure the 
reader is very well fatisfied, that thefe men 
were all guilty of the crimes laid to their charge ; 
but to avoid difputation with rcfpeft to this fa£t, 
I fhall fuppofe them all innocent, and then the 
fum total of the tyranny againft which the 
United Iriibmen exclaim, will amount to eight 
or nine falfe imprifonments, and five or fix u9« 
juft fentences of tranfportations. This is cer« 
tainly a great deal too much : may the hand 
be withered that ever wields a pen in its jufti« 
fication ! but, as the United Irilhmen wiflied, 
as a means of avoiding fuch a6)ts df oppredion 
in future, to overturn their monarchical go- 
vernment, and ettablifli a democratical one in 
its (lead, it becomes incumbent on the reader 
who would not be their dupe, to contraft the- 
condud of the government which they wanted 
to overturn with that of the one they mtended 
to* adopt. They have reprcfented the Britiib 
government as being arrived at its laft (bge of 
tyranny, it will not then, 1 hope, be adeemed 
unfair, ifloppofc to it the democratic Con* 
vention of France, when about the midway of 
its career. 

- It is not my imentioa to give a general cha^^ 
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ia<5lcr of this aflembly $ that would be fuperflo* 
oas : nor will I give uay to that indignation^ 
which every man, who is not by nature a 
flave^ muft feel at the very motion of fuch a 
divan. General charges againd any man^ or 
fet of men, as they are very fcldom accurate, Co 
they arelitde attended to, particularly when ad-^ 
dreffed to a reader who is rather inclined to^ 
wards the pany accufed. For ihisreafon, I 
Ihall conBne myfelf to a particular epoch and 
even a panicular fpot. Lyons aifords us the 
propereft fcene to be dcfcribed on the prefenf 
occadon ; not becaufe the dreadful deeds com-- 
milted there ftirpafs thofe at Naotz> and many 
other places ; but becaufe, taking place with*.* 
in a (horr fpace of time, they admit with more 
facility the form of a compad relation. 

In the perufal of this relation the candid rea^ 
der will make me fome allowances i my tafte is 
far from the tragic j fcenes fuch as thefc muft 
lofe half their terrors when drawn by a hand 
like mine ; Melpomene alone ffiould record the 
adions of the National Convention. 

Some time after the death of Louis XVI. the 
city of Lyons was declared, by the Convention^ 
in a date of revolt^ it was auacked by a nu* 
merous army of democrats^ and^ after having 
flood a fiegeof above two months, was obliged 
to furrcfnder. What followed this furrendcr ic 
is my intentioo to relate; but iirll^ it is necei^ 
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fary to go back to the caufes tliat led to the rr- 
Tolr ; for, though no earthly crime could juftiff 
the cruelties inflided upon the brave and un- 
fortunate Lyonefe, yet rhoie cruelties da tiot 
appear in their deepeft hue, till the pretended - 
crime of the fufferers is known. 

By the new conftitution of France the king 
could not be dethroned^ unlefs found at the head 
of an antiy marching againft his country. This 
was to be regarded as the higheft crime he 
rould ppffjbly commit, and even for this he 
could be ponifhed no otherwife titan by being 
dethroned. " No crime whatever^*' fays the con* 
ftitution, <* fcall be confirtted to affcS bis lifej^ 
This oonftitution every Frenchman had fworn, 
** to obey i and' maintain l^ith' all his might J"^—* 
When, therefore, it waspropofed to theLyoa- 
cfe, by the cmiffaries of the National Conven- 
tion, to petition for the death of the king, they 
replied, alinoft with one voice: " No ; we have 
•' fworn, with all France to maintain the New 
•** Conftitutiori with all our might j that Con- 
**. ftitution declares that no crime whatfoever 
** (hall affeft the life of the king. For any 
'•' thing we have yet feen or heard, we believe 
*^ hitn innocent of every crime that has beea 
•* laid to hi« charge. The mode of his trial 
** is unprecedented in the annals of injuftice, 
•* the Convention being at once accufer, evi- 
^' dehce, and judge. We believe him pcrfe€lJjr 
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^"^ Innocent; but whether he. be ^or not, tTiecbD- 
-•* ftkutiorf that we have, by a folemn path, 
^^ bound ourfelves to maintain with all our 
''might, declares that na crime whatever (hatl 
'* be conftrued to aiFedt his life; that* life, 
** therefore, we cannot, we will not deniand* 
'*• The reft of the nation may fport with en* 
^* gagements which they have called the Al** 
'* mighty to witnejTs, they may add the crime 
«» of aflaffination to that of perjury, they may 
** ftain themfclves with the blood of their in- 
** nocent and unfortunate prince, the JLyonefe 
V never will." 

Reader, you will hardly believe that this an* 
fwer, fo full of good fenfe, juftice, piety, and 
honour, drew down on the gallant Lyonefe the 
moft dreadful chaftifement, that ever was in- 
Aided on any part of the human race. Head 
and be convinced*. 

No fooner was the determination of the Ly* 
onefc made known to the conventioB than the 
latter began to concert fchemes of vengeance, 
A numerous army was prepared, while the de- 
mocratic agent of the convention, who ftill 
had the executive authority in their hands] at 
Lyons, fpared no pains in endeavouring to

ftruftion. The doSrine of eiquality, ib flau 
tering to thofe who poflefs nothing, md gained 
them manjT converrs among the lower clafies 
of the people. To tbefe was committed aK 
Authority, civil and militar/j and it is hardij 
neceffary to fay that they exercifed every fpe* 
cies of tyranny that envy, revenge, and po- 
pular fury could invent. All this was borne 
with a degree of refignation that has been 

i'uftly regarded as a(bmiihing, in people who 
lave fincc exhibited fuch unequivocal prooft of 
inherent valour. A fenfc of more immediate 
danger, however, roufed them from their le- 
thargy« 

There was held, every night, a meeting of 
the leaders among the partizans of the conven- 
tion. It confiftcd, in general, of men of def- 
perate fortunes, bankrupts, quacks, the dregs 
cf the law, apoftate priefts, and the like, not 
forgetting fome who had been releafed from 
the galleys. In this infamous aiTembly* which 
took the name of dempcraiic clubt a plot was 
laid for the aflaOination of all the rich in one 
ittgbt:* but this plot, notwitbftmding the

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prccaurioiB of the coiifpirators "was hapf^y 
difeovercd; the prcfidcnt Chattier •and two 
others were tried and condemned to die, the 
democrats were driven from all the public 
offices, and the former magiftrates reinftated. 

The aft of felf-prefervation was called a re* 
volt againft the republic, and, i^ confequence 
c(f it;; the conTentkm pbfled decree upon de- 
cree^ bearing death and deftruftion againft the^ 
Lvonefe. Thus, thofe very nien who had form- 
en a confiiicution, which declares refiftance 
againft oppreffion to be a natural right, pafle^ 
an a£t of profecution againft a whole city, ht^ 
caiufe they had dared to fife their hands to guard, 
their throats againft the knives of a batid oi 
srfrailins! 

The city now began to arm for its dfefence ? 
but being totally unprepared for a (iege, hav; 
ing neither fortifications nof magazbes^ andf 
being meftaced on €very fide- b)H»iriads df 
ferocious enemies, ihc|5e6f^ Wet% bkckw^rd 
in deciding for hollility, knowing that in^ that 
cafe, death or viftory muft' be theccnifequence. 
There were, therefore about ten thoufand^mcn'

and in feducing many of the mob to e^poufo. 
their intcreft. This was the more eafy to 
tffed^/ as dN^tefieged ^ore, by this time^ upon 
the point of ftarving; the flefli of horfe^/ 
4ogs. and cat9 )iad l^ea for fome days theidr 
ooly tood» and even that began to grow ejttremie- 
ly fcarce/ la this fituation, wimout the leaft 
licfxcs of fuccour, fome of thofe who wifhed 
weU to thpix cix^. And who had not borne arms 
duringijDhe; fi<ge» undertook to capitulate whH 
the enemy j but thcfc, knowing the extremi- 
ties to which they were driven, infifted upon 
executing the decrees of the Convention^ 
ivhicli ordered them lo put to death iodifcrioii*- 
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nately all tbofe who jiad taken up arms againQt 
its authority* 

The befieged^ then, feeing no hopes of a 
capitulation, feeing the city without another 
day's provifion, and the total impoffibility of 
fuccour from without (being completely in-r 
vcfted on every fide,) had but one meafure to 
adopt ; to cut their way through the enemy, 
or fall in the attempt, A plan of retreat was 
therefore, fettled upon ; the out-pofts were to 
be called in, and the whole were to affemble at 
ihcFai/e. 

In the mean time, the deputies from the 
convention, who were informed by their fpies 
of all that was pafling in the city, took care to 
have the road by which the retreating army 
was to pafs well Ujied with troops* The whole 
country round was under arms. Every perfon 
was ordered, on pain of death, not to let pafs, 
or give Ihelter to. a fingle Lyonefe man, wo- 
man or child. 

The 9ut-pofts were hardly called in when' 
their ftations were taken poffe,(Ji.on of by the 
democratic army. Being fo clofely prefled 
rendered the affembiing at the Fai/i iporc dif- 
ficult; all was buftle, confufion and terron 
Not half of thofe who were under arms, lia4 
time to join. A little corps was, however, at 
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laft formed. It confided of between three 
and four thoufand perfonsne all, headed by 
four field pieces, and followed by fix waggons 
bearing the wreck of manya fplendid fortune. 
Thus marched off the remains of thefe gene- 
rous defenders of their city, bidding an eternal 
adieu to the fcenes of their youth, the dwell- 
ings of their anceftors ; refolving to die brave- 
ly^ as they had livedo or find an afylum in a 
foreign land. 

It was midnight when they began their re- 
treat, lighted by the blaze of bombs and burn- 
ing houfes • Reader, ca^ your eyes on 

this devoted city. See children clinging to 
their fathers, diftradled mothers to their Ibns; 
wives, holding in their arms what they held 
dearer than life, forgetting all but their huf- 
bands, marching by their fide, and braving 
death from ten thoufand hands! 

They had hardly began their march, when 
a difcharge^of artillery, bearing full upon them, 
threw t hem into fome confufion. One of their 
waggons, in which were feveral old men and 
fome children, was fet on fire by a Ihell. 
Morning coming on, they perceived themfelves 
befct on every fide; they were charged by 
Che cavalry, expofed ta the fire of a numerous 
artillery, haraOed at every turning, fired upon

from every hoiifc, every bank and every hedge. 
— Seeing therefore, no hopes of cfcape, they 
were determined to fell every drop of blood as 
dear as poffible. They broke off into platoons, 
putting their wives and children in the centre 
of each, and took different direftions, in or- 
der to divide the force of the enemy. But 
what were they to do againft fifty times their 
number? The whole, about fifty perfons ex- 
cepted, were cither killed or taken. 

The vidlors fliowed fuch mercy as might be 
expeded from them : not content with butch- 
ering their prifoners in cold blood, they took 
a pleafure in making them die by inches, and 
of infulting them in the pangs of deathl 
Placing feveral together, they killed one of 
them at a time to render death more terrible 
to the reft. — Neither fex nor age had any 
weight with them ; above two hundred women, 
thirty of whom had ' cfiildren at the breaft, 
whom conjugal love had led to follow their huC- 
bands ; more than fifty old men, whom filial 
piety had fnatched from the aflaffin's ftab, 
were all moft favagely butchered. The death 
of Madame de Vifague defervcs particular notice. 
This young lady was about feventeen years of 
age and very near her time of delivery • a par- 
ty of the democrats found her behind a hedge 
to which place (he had drawn herhufbind, 
who was mortally wounded. When the cani* 

M 
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iials difcoVered lier, (he w.ts on her knees fup- 
porting his h'ead with her' arttts; one of Them 
Ifrred upon "her with a carabfne, anottfer quar- 
tered liet wiLh liis harigct, while a chird held 
up die expiring hufband to be a fpedbator df 
their more than hellilh cruelty. 

Several wounded pdfbtiers ^efe cdllefted 
together, and pUc into a ditch, with feminels 
placed rourtd'ihem to prevent them from kill- 
ing themfclves, or one another 4 and thus >vere 
they made to linger, foTrie of them two or 
three days, \vhile their e'nemfes reftlfted their 
ferocious pl'eafure byalVthe infultin'g gefticu- 
latiorts of fclvap;es. 
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S"uch Was the fiiry ^"f'the triumphant demo- 
crats, that the/ deputies from 'the ConYemion 
gave an order againft' burying the dead, 'till 
they had been cut in morfels- Toilet^ the irtfa- 
InOus Tolfet, a democratic "pVieft (ttiat is to fay, 
ah apoftate) of Trevoux, 'went, blood hound 
like, in queft of a few mihappy wretches who 
had efc^ed the bldody 9th of Odober; and 
Ivhen, by perfidiodsprolnifes, he had drawn 
them from their retreats, ^he delivered tliem up 
to the daggers of their atfaflins. 

Of nil fhe litde ^rmy tha:t attempted the re- 
treat only about fofiy-fix efcaped ; fix handred 
and eighreen ivere 'brought back in chains ^ 
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thpfe whQ were not,r«lieve4 froin life this- w^y$ 
were dx)a^€;4 fo^ih taau igUQcnaaious death. 

Paring ihefe dreadful fcencs the d^ptuj&a 
floin the, CooA'en^ion, wh<^. were qow aWolm?^ 
mifkr^ oi UiQ ynfoitiin^tq city, were ppeparipg 
others, if poiIil>k, fliU. ipore dreadful. As ^ 
preliminary ftep, they re*Qrgani?ed the dem^^ 
cratic foti^f. To- this infernal rendezvous the 
deputy JftfWiP^^f rqpjMr^d, V^ th^ra ^rQairbed

•• tjorsj, xh^ wU qI e\^ry. dcfcijiptioii, h^v^ 
^' long been in a combination to rob the de- 
** mocrats^ the real fans. ci^Iotte republicans, 
V d their bictk fight; goi, citizens; take whatr 
•♦ belong, to you, and what you fhoqld bav€ 
^ enjoyed tong ago.-*— Norrouft you ftop here i 
** wWe there exifts an axiftocracy in the^ 
^ bualdiags, half remains undone : dovrawilli 
"^ tho.ft edifices, raifed for the profijt or glea- 
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" iiire of the rich ; down with them all* : 
'^ commerce and arts are ufclefs to a warlike 
" people, and deftrudtion of that fublimc 
•* equality which France is determined to (pread 
•' over the whole globe.'* He told this en- 
flaved, this degraded populace, that it was the 
duty of every good citizen to difcover all 
thole whom he knew to be guilty of having, 
in thought, word, or deed, confpired againlt 
the republic. He exhorted them to fly to the 
offices (Opened for receiving fuch accufations>) 
and not to fpare one lawyer, prieft, or noble- 
man. He concluded this harangue, worthy 
of one of the damned, with declaring, thiat 
for a man to accufe his own father was an a,<fl 
of civifm worthy a true republican, and that 
to negle(5l it was a crime that fhouldbe puni(h- 
cd with death. 

The deeds that followed this diabolical ex- 
hortation were fuch as might be expe&ed. Thcf 

* A hundred houfcs were deftroyed per day hj order of 
the Convention. All the hofpitals, the nianni&dones, fianks,' 
&c. &c. were deflroyed witlioat exceptiop. Before the re- 
volutiony thjitis to fay in 1789, this city contained above a 
hundred and fifty thoufand inhabitants; it was the fccond 
town, with reipc^ to population, in France, and the firft 
mani^daring town in all Eutope. It does not now.contaifi 
feventy thouland inhabitants, and thofe are all reduced to 
beggary and ruin. As for trade, there is no fuch thing 
thought of. The laft report to the Convention, refpe^Ung 
LyouS| declares the inhabitants without work or bread. 
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bicrady rulfians of democrats left not ahoirfey 
not a hole unfearchcd; men and women were 
led forth* from ttwir hoafts with asi; little cere- 
mony as cattle frorri their pens; the fqaare 
'where the guillotine flood was reddened with 
blood, like a flaughtcr-houfc, while the pierc- 
ing cries cf the furviving relations were drown* 
cd in the more voctferous howling of Fivs lit 

RrfuhUqui. 

It is hard foftifle the voice of nature, to 
fkagnate the involuntary movements erf the 
foul; yet this was attempted, and, infomede« 
gree, efFeded, by the deputies of the Conven- 
tion*-~Percciving that thefe fcencs of blood 
had fpread a gloom over the contenances of 
the innocent inhabitants, and that even fome 
of their foldiers fecmed touched with campunc- 
cion> they ifiUed a mandate, declaring every 
one fufpeAed of ariftocracy, who (hould dif- 
cover the leaft fymptom of pity, cither by hi^ 
words or bis looks ! 

The preamble of this mandate makes the 
blood run cold: •• By the thundbr of cod! 
•* in the name of ^he reprefentatives of the 
" French people ; on pain of death, it is or- 
^ dered/' &c. &c. Who would believe that 
this terrific mandate, forbidding men to weep 
•or look forrowful, on pain of death, conclud- 
ed with^ Vive la libirti ? (Liberty forever !) wha 
M3 
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would believe that the people, wlio fuffpred 
this mandate to be ftuck up about their city 
like a play bill, bad fworn to live free ^ or 
die?. 

However, in fpitc of all their menaces, they 
flill found that remorfe would fomctimes follow 
ithe murder of a friend, or relation. Confci- 
cnce is a troublefome gueft to the villain who 
yet believes in an hereafter ; the deputies, there- 
fore; were refolved to bahifh this gueft from 
the bofoms of their partizans, as it had akeady 
been banilhed from their own. 

.Witbthis objeft in view they ordered a fo- 
Icmn civic feftivat^ ia honour of ChaUier.' His 
image was carried round the city, and placed 
in the churches. Thofe temples which had 
<many of them) for more than a thoufand 
years^ refounded with hozzannas to the Su» 
premc Being, were now profaned by the ado- 
rations paid to the image of a parricide. 

All this was but a prelude to what was to 
follow the next day. It was Sunday, the day 
confccratcd to the worfhip of our blcffed Re-

fion, preceded by the image of CbalUer^ and 
followed by a little detached troop, each bear- 
ing in his hand a chalice, or fome other vafc 
of the church. One of thefe facrilcgious 
wretches led an afs, covered with a prieft's 
veftment and with a mitre on his head. He 
was loaded with crucifixes and other fymbols 
of the chriftian religion, and had the old and 
new teftament fufpended to his tail. Arrived 
at the fquare, called the Ttrreaux^ they then 
threw the two ieftamtnu^ the crucifixes, &c. 
into a fire, prepared for the purpofe, made the 
afs drink out of the facramental cup,* and 
were proceeding to conclude their diabolical 
profanations with the maffacre of all the pri- 
ioners, to appeafe the ghoft of Challier^ when 
a violent thunder guft put an end to their 
meeting, and deferred the work of death for 
a few hours. 

The paufe was not k>ng. The deputies^ 
profiting by the impious phrenfy with which

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ttvey had infpired the foldicrf and the mob, 
and by the confternation of the rtfpeCkable in*^ 
habitants, continued their butchery with re- 
doubled fury. Thofc who led ttic unhappy 
fuffcrers to execution were no longer ordered 
to confine themfelves^ to fuch as were entered 
on the lift of profcription, but were permit* 
ted to take whoever they thwgbt wirthj of 
idtatb f To have an enemy among the demo^ 
crats, to be rich, or even tliought rich, was 
a fufficient crime. The words niiUnum, prie/t^ 
latvyer^ merchant Or even kctiifi man, were fo maay 
terms of profcription. Three times was the 
place of the guillotine changed, at everjr 
place hales were dug to receive the blood, and 
yet it run in the gutters) the executioners 
were tired, and the deputies, enraged to fee 
that their work went on ib flowly, reprefented 
to the mob that tliey were ua menyki, that ven- 
geance lingered in iheir hands, and that their 
enemies ought to pcrith ift mmfs^ / 

* Let not the reader imagine that the Coaycntion did 
pot approfe of all this. A depvtation from the city went 
10 Paris, jreprefesled at the bar of the Convention the de- 
▼aftation and carnage to which their city was a prey : bur 
in place of being heard with that attention they deierved^ 
diey were thrown into a d«ngeooy and the ConTcntibn de- 
creed that L^oiks fikonld be deiboyed erai to its ^m'mao/c^ 
which was in fntttre to be cmnmmu ^muhie (free di£> 
mGty) and that a column flio«ld be eic^tedio conupfiaorate 
its haying waq:ed agaiaft JLihrt;f / 
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Accordingly, next day, the execution w 
mafs began. The prifoncrs were led outj^from 
a hundred to three hundred at a time, into . the 
out-fkirts of the city, where they were fired 
upon or {tabbed. One of thefe maflacres dc- 
ferves a particular notice. Two hundred and 
fixty nine perfons taken indifcriminately a- 
mong all clafles and all ages, were led to Brot^ 
teaux^ and there tied to trees. In this fituation 
they were fired upon with grape ftiot. Here 
the cannoneers of Valenciennes^ who had not had 
the courage to defend their own walls, who 
owed theii* forfeited lives to the mercy of 
royalifts, valiantly pointed their cannons a- 
gainft them, when they found them bound 
hand and foot! T he coward is ever cruel. 
— — Numbers of thefe unfortunate prifoners 
had only their limbs broken by the artillery ; 
thefe were difpatched with the fword or the 
mufket. The greateft part of the bodies were 
thrown into the Rhone, fomc of them before 
they were auite dead ; two men in particular 
hac! ftrength enough to fwim to a fand bank 
in the river. One would have thought, that, 
thus fayed as it were by miracle, the vengeance 
of their enemies would have purfued them no 
further ; but, no fooner were they perceived, 
than a party of the dragoons of Lorraine croffed 
the arm of the river, flabbed them, and left 
them a prey to the fowls of the air. — -Reader,- 
fix your eyes on this theatre of carnage—^ 
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yo\i ba/barojLis, you ferocious moofters ! You 
^v.« found, the heart to coiniBit thefe bloody 
jdted^; and (hall no oiue have, the heart to 
puJWifh thetn,, in .a, country tJxat boails of an 
luibounded Lberty o£ the preft ? Shall no ojoe 
tell, with what pleafuce you pkugedyoiir dagf- 
gers intoche defencekfs breaus ot thofe whofe 
looks had. ofcea appalled your coward hearts 1 
Shall no one tell, with what heroic, wlut god* 
like conftancy they met their fa^ ^ Haw me^f 
liiuled at ail your menaces^ and caoxubal. geff 
tioulations ?

There was nothing wanted to 
complete this feaft but to burn the bible, and 
maflacre the honeft inhabitants of the town. 
And are tbefe the children of thofe men who 
fled from their native country to a defert, ra- 
ther han deyiate froim what they conceived to 
be the true principles of the golpel? Arc they 
fucli men as Prentifs to whom the people of 
Maflachufctts commit the education of their 
children and the care of their own fouls ? God 
forgive meif I go too far, but I think I woulct 
fooner commit my foul to the care of thp de- 
vil. 

Nor was the Reverend Ciuxen Prentifs the onljr 
one who took upon him to mock heaven with:

But, they tell' us, that it is becaufe the French 
are true republicans, that we ought to applaud 
them. What a faFcafm on republicanifm I 
As if fire and fword, prifons and fcafFolds, the 
deftruftion of cities, the abolition of all reli- 
gious worfhip^ the inculcation of a do6lrine 
which leads to every crime, ftifles remorfe^ 
and prevents a return to juftice and humanity,, 
were the charafteriftics of a true republic. If 
it be fo, we ought to blufh ta call ourfelvea 
republicans. 

Thofe profound ftatefmea who, for our fins, 
conduft the newfpapers of this country,* 
fwore By all that was good, that as foon as

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Amfterdatn was taken. Great Britain wonlcf 
became a prey to the Carmagnotes.— Is it 
fo ? —no, mot juft yet ; but it will be To very 
foon, now ; for a *' bridge of^tfau" \% getting 
ready to carry thetti over. Have patience only 
a few weeks longer, and Aere will be nofuch 
place As England ift the world. My good 
tountrymen, be no longer the fjpdrt of ttiofe 
Ions of ink. Th^y lie, good Ibtks ; upon my 
foul they tell you lies. I foretold, lon^enougb 
ago, that the Englilh would rejoice at the over 
running of Holland, atid if they do not rejoice 
at if, their benevolent campaffion for the Dutch 
mull have got the better of their intereft; for, 
if there ever was an event that tended to the 
agrandifement of Great Britain, to concentre 
in her the commerce and riches of all Europe^ 
it certainly is this. There has been a fort of di- 
vifion in the bufinefe; the French,have got the 
DutehmWy and the Englidi have got their mmty ; 
and I believe few feniible people wHi hefitate 
to allow that the latter is the beft half. 

When people blame our civic-feaft-citizens 
for rejoicing on account of the triumphs of 
France over Spain and Holland, and recall to 
their minds that thefe two nations were among 
our beft friends laft war, they fliould recolle<a 
that thefe our impartial and neutral citizens, 
do riot wilh ill to Spain and Holland except as 
it may tend to injure Great Bntaio> add that 
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they would perhaps be as much againft the 
French as they are for them, if they were at 
war with any other power. Their wiflies, how* 
ever> as is frequently the cafe among mortalst 
when accompliftied, tend not to thcobjeft they 
have in view. What is it to Engliihmen wh&» 
ther the Dutch fniggarfnee the French, or the 
French guillotine the Dutch; whether the 
Spaniards poignard, or are poignarded. What 
is it to Englifhmen whether their enemies perilh 
on the fcafibld, or in the field, or whether 
they die with hunger? '« Vengeance!? cry 
they, '* vengeance on our foes ! whether at 
** Paris, Madrid, or Amfterdam V* And, indeed, 
ftich is the fituation of things at prefent, that 
were it not well known that our revolution 
was the fineft thing that ever happened for 
mankind in general ; were it not well known 
that the brave and generous nations that 
affifted usj were actuated by the pureft and 
moft difinterefted motives, one would be 
almoft tempted to fear that heaven had 
yielded to the vindiftivc prayer of the En- 
gliih. I do not pretend to fay that vengeance 
is as fweet to our d-devant King as it is to fome 
of us I but, if it be, what a luxury muft it be 
to him to. fee the family of Bourbon ruined^ 
root and branch, defpifcd, fpit upon, and trod« 
den underfoot ?

cringing to his fecretaries, and rcquefting the

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birians at his heels, invifes the regenerated 
Dutch affembly to give him a " few milli- 
ons;" to require the inhabitants to make 
but *^ frugal meals ;** to take "afewaffignats 
in place of money ;*' or he invites them to— 
France and the guillotine. There is an in- 
finite refemblance between the conduft of 
Pichegiu and that of Totila, king of the 
Gotiis. When this laft entered Naples, he 
placed a guard over the inhabitants to prevent 
them from over-eating themfelves, while he 
crammed his herd for another expedition, 
isn fome refpeds the ancient was far lefs ter- 
rible than the modern barbarian ; he never 
put to death a fingle prieft, never robbed a 
church, nor was guilty of any kind of facri- 
lege.
